TARIFF MAKERS’ TRIALS 


OVERWHELMED BY A FLOOD 
OF PROTESTS. 

HE STATUS OF THE DUTY ON HIDES— 
EVIDENCES OF LACK OF UNITY 
AMONG THE PROTECTIONISTS. 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—This has been a try: 

Ing day for the Ways and Means Committee. 

The majority members, who have grown tired 

of going down into the crypt to make up and 

Uunmake and make up over again the schedules 

of the Tariff bill, have obtained from the Ap- 

propriations Committees the permission to use 
the extra room set aside for them. That room 
ls on the western corridor, and is very convep- 


lent of access to the crowd when it has been 
found out. 

A crowd found it out this morning, and all 
day long the door has been surrounded by 
leather men, sugar men, men who had some- 
thing to say about carpet wools and several 
other things that are on the schedules at ad- 
vanced or changed rates. Notone of the deie- 
gates appeared to know exactly what the rates 
decided upon were. Neither official nor semi- 
Official reports had satisfied them. All were 
alarmed, and all were anxious to be heard. 

There has been a great deal of doubt since 
Friday last as to whether hides were to be 
dutiable at 149 cents a pound or left on the 
free list. On Friday a member of the commit- 
tee, who was supposed to favor the duty, said 
that it had been decided to strike hides 
from the dutiable list. On Saturday it was 
stated by amember of the committee that, in 
view ot the strong protest that had been made 
against the coy eg of a duty, it bad been de- 
olded that the duty should not be insisted upon. 
If the committees was proceeding in a business- 
like way, and was adopting its rates of duty 
after careful deiiberation and by concerted ac- 
tion, no error of this kind could have confused 
the public. 

Again to-day the report was heard among 
some of the leather men that the duty had been 
put on again, and that it wouldstay. On press- 
ing inquiry as to this report, it was learned that 
there was no occasion for it. The situation as 
to hides remains practically as it was Saturday. 
At that time the demand fora restoration of 
hides to the free Nst had becn heard. 
It reached the committee. A motion 
was made to strike out the line putting 
a duty of 14g centsa pound on all hides, and, 
without acting upon the motion, it rematns to 
be taken up and disposed of by a full meeting 
of the majority. 

It will, it is believed, be aseemte. The Chair- 
Man has beon appealed to very ktrongly trom 
sections of the country with which he is very 
well acquainted, and it has been stated to-day 
that he has expressed tho opinion that it will 
Bg advisable to insist upon the duty pro-

have been holding meetings of their dele- 
gations for the purpose of guiding the Ways 
pod Means Committeein making up the sched- 
ales.

Their “fret” to-day was principally about 
sugar. They opposed the proposition to put an 
ad valorem duty on sugar, and insisted upon 
having it fixed at not more than one-half cent 
& pound on sugers below No. 16, anit above No. 
16 not more than three-quartors of a cent per 
pound. They were all opposed to the complete 
pbolition of the tobacco taxes, but were not 
opposed to the removal of tho special tobacco 
taxes. 

When these members had beon heard, there 
were a lot of refiners from Philadelphia to be 
heard, and they declared at some length that 
they could not stand the reductions proposed 
by the Western men. 

Then came a lot of morocco tanners from 
Philadelphia, who had beard that tanned goat 
skins were to be put on the free list or greatly 
reduced. They were quieted by the informa- 
tion that rates on goat skins had not been 
changed from the rate made in the Senate. 

Another instance of the lack of co-operation 
among the protectionists came to the attention 
of the committee to-day. A lot of wool grow- 
ers who had been reading the Philadelphia 
Press rushed into the committee room in a state 
of great excitement. They had found in an 
editorial, in that very strong tariff paper, this 
statement: ‘ Onlower grades of wool, which 
lt is not easy to produce in this country, the 
committee has not hesitated to reduce the duty.” 

‘This was very distressing to the wool grow- 
ers until Mr. McKinley had shown them the 
schedules and made it plain to them that the 
duty had been increased on the lower grades 
of wool as well as on the higher. If the ? ress 
could have obtained thé assistance of Robert 
YP. Porter, whois dividing his time between 
the census and the tariff bill, itis to be inferred 
that its editor would not have led the readers 
of the papers into 50 awkward a blunder ona 
very Vitel matter. 

Eight of the jargest importers of glass and 
glassware in Boston to-day united in a dispatch 
to Representative Andrew protesting against 
the giass schedule of the new Tariff bill. The 
signers of the protest are Messrs, Jones, Mc- 
Durtee & Stratten, Abram French & Co., Rich- 
arf Briggs, Norcross, Mellin & Co,, Charles E. 
Wiggins & sons, Home & Hammond, and George 
R. McFariin. In their dispatch they say: 

““Bohedule B of the McKinley Taritif bill in- 
creases the tariffon all table and lamp glass- 
ware in three ways. First, by introducing a 
specific duty by the pound and IW the dozen; 
second, by increasing the ad valorem rates; 
third, by reimposing a daty on all packages 
and iniand freights. The proposed increase 
would add from 100 to 200 per cent.on many 
articles of common necessity to the masses, 1t 
would prohibit the importation of most articles 
of German and French glassware and leave the 
consumer hore at the mercices of @ glass manu- 
facturers’ trust, now being formed. 


DUTIES THAT OPPRESS. 


A PETITION TO PLACE IRON, COAL, AND 
COKE ON THE FREE LIST. 
NEW-HAVEN, Conn., March 25.--The Con- 
pecticut Tariff Reform Club has circulated 
among the iron and steel manufacturers of 
New-England a petition to the New-England 
Senators and Representatives in Congress 
asking them to use their efforts in placing iron 
ore, coal, and coke on the free list, as they 
were before the war; also that the duty of 24 
per cent. ad valorem on pig iron, scrap iron, 
and scrap steel which prevailed immediately 

before the war be restored. 

The petition represents that the signers are 
members of all political parties, but that they 
believe that in the adjustment of the tariff a 
careful regard should be had to the rights and 
interests of all sections and of all the people. 
It is accompanied by « statement setting forth 
that the duty on imported crude iron ore is and 
for ten years bas been on an avorage nearly 
three times as large, computed by values, as 16 
was in 1872. It also asserts that the existing 
duty on bituminous coal prohibits to New- 
England the exercise of the right which 
she largely used before the war of import- 
Ing Canadian coal, and without producing 
any revenue for the Government puts 
an extra cost of $1 50 a ton on all bituminous 
coal used in these States. The statement then 
recites the fact that the combined duties on 
coal and iron ore prohibi. the smelting of iron 
in New-England; that statistics indicate that 
the iron and eteel working industries of New- 
England have during the last ten years shrunk 
40 per eent., while those of the country at large 
have Mnring the same period increased about 57 

er cent.; that these obstacles have caused a 
fegradation of American labor in New-England, 
and that in the manufacture, manipulation, and 
finishing of the tron and steel consumed in 

ew-England there would be support tor 700,- 

0 people if the prohibitory dues on crude iron, 
coal, oa e, and iron ore were removed or prop- 
erly reduced.

MANUFACTURE 





OF OAMPHOR. 


AN EXPERIMENT WHICH, IF SUCOESS- 
FUL, WILL PROVE OF GREAT VALUE. 


PITTSBURG, March 25.—Gribble & Nash of 
New-York have just had built here and shipped 
to Hiago, Japan, a complete plant for the man- 
ufacture of the camphor of commerce from the 
plants and wood fibre in which it is found in 
that country. ‘he completion of the plant and 
its shipment may work a revolution in the man- 
ufacture of the drug named, 

The plant, which is composed of stills, en- 
gines, boilers, and other pieces, weighs fifty- 
five tons, and when shipped ocoupied two cars. 
It cost about $75,000, and Dr. A, G. Boyer, a 
prominent chemist, has been engaged for sev- 
eral years by the New-York firm in trying to 
devise improved methods for the distillation of 
the crude camphor into articles of commerce 
with a view to erecting a plant inJapan, He 
spent months here personally aes 
the construction of the piant, and on April 
willleave San Francisco for Hiago, where he 
will remain for three years. 

The machinery will go out on the steamer 
Hampshire from New-York two days before Dr, 
Boyer leaves San Francisco. Considerable im- 
portance is attached to the venture, 

The commercial camphor is now manufactured 
altogether in this country. The native wood 
fibres containing the gum are shipped here and 
distilled. The shipment to this country of the 
fibre 1s attended with a great deal of cost. The 
treight is $20 per ton, and in each ton the fibre 
ald water amounts to 75 per cent. Of the 25 
per cent. of camphor in the wood at the time 
of shipment nalt of if 6vaporates during its 
transportation, leaving not over 1245 per cent. 
of the drug. To avoid the expense of the sbip- 

ing of so large a bulk and to prevent the waste 
¥y evaporation, it is proposed to transfer the 
manutacture of the article to places in Japan 
near where the camphor wood is obtained. 

About one-fourtu Of the camphor used comes 
from Japan, and should the plant prove a suc- 
cess, Similar ones will be built there and erected 
by capitalists of this country, as a large saving 
will be thus effected. 





PROHIBITION A FAILUBE. 


IOWA REPUBLICANS SEEKING A MODI- 
FICATION OF THE LAW. 


DES MOINES, Iowa, March 25.—The movement 
among Iowa Republicans for the modification 
of the prohibitory law is assuming large pro- 
portions. Local clubs are being organized all 
Over the State, and some of the best Republic- 
ans and leading citizons are joining them. At 
Fort Dodge the new association has 270 sig- 
natures to the roll, all Republicans. At Keokuk 
there are at least 500 Republicans on the roll 
There are larger clubs in all the river cities, 
for it is here where the law has proved ineffect- 


ual, and the need for some form of regulation 
of the saloons is felt the most. 

Among those engaged in this movement are 
Bunday-school Superintendents and church 
workers, who have found that prohibition, as a 
State law, does not meet the requirements of 
the times. They want high license, with strin- 
gent regulations, in place of open saloons end 
no control whatever, as is the case in 60 many 
of the larger cities. One of the men in active 
sympathy with the movemont is a Methodist 
minister, a presiding elder in charge of one of 
the districts in Eastern Iowa. Another of the 
leaders in this movement is the Hon. John 
N. Irwin of Keokuk He is satistied that 
prohibition cannot be enforced where a majori- 
ty of the people are opposed toit Another of 
the leaders in the movement is Major Thomp- 
son of Linn County, formerly 4 member of Con- 
gress from that district. 6 is one of the 
wheel horses of the party. There is a large 
club at Marion, including many of the leading 
Republicans of that town. 

There are now over five thousand Repub- 
licans who have joined this movement. A 
conference Will be held here April 2, wnen it is 
expected about two hundrea representative 
Repubiicans will be present. The general feel- 
ing seems to be in favor of securing a modifica- 
tion of the present law this session if ssible. 
If not, then they will advocate a lose opiten 
plank in the next Republican state platform. 





A NEW MONSIGNOR. 


VICAR GENERAL CANTWELL INVESTED 
WITH HIS ROBES OF RANK. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 25.—The Very Rev. 
Nicholas Cantwell, Vicar General of the Arch- 
diocese of Philadelphia, was this morning in- 
vested with his robes of rank as a Monsignor of 
the first rank, or domestic prelate of the Pope’s 
household, to which dignity he was recently 
raised by Pope Leo XIIL The services, which 
were fullof pomp and ceremonial, were con- 
ducted in the Charch of &t. Philip de Neri, and 
the edifice was crowded with priests and dev- 
otees of the Catholic Church. 

Solemn pontifical high mass was celebrated 
by the Rev. Father Prendergast, reetor of St. 
Malachy’s. The Rev. Father Trainer of St. 
Philip’s was deacon and the Rev. Father Egan 
of’ 8t. Anne’s sub-deacon, Father MoCormick of 
St. Philip's aeting as master of the ceremonies.

TRUMAN HAS NEW ALLIES 


CURIOUS OOMBINATIONS IN 


ORANGE POLITICS. 
SALOON DEMOCRATS WHO BEAT THEIE 
PARTY’S CANDIDATE SADLY CHEATED 
BY HEARTLESS VICTORS. 


ORANGE, N. J., March 25.—Since the local 
election of Mareh 11, when a combination of 
Republicans and anti-Hartford Democrats, the 
latter element consisting chiefly of saloon men, 
succeeded in retiring Mayor Hartford, who had 
held his position for twelve years, and had 
given satisfaction to lovers of good municipal 
government, and elected Henry H. Truman, 
aformer partner of Roswell P. Fiower, to the 
Mayoralty, the interest of local politicians has 
been principally devoted to possible combina- 
tions in the Board of Aldermen to prevent any 
curtailing of the power of the Mayor by that 
body, which would have eleven nominal Demo- 
cratic members to four party adherents of 
Mayor Truman. 

The organization meeting of the new board 
was held last night, and it was practically set- 
tled that the new Mayor 1s not to be overruled 
by a hostile majority of Aldermen. The mean- 
ing of last evening’s proceedings is that the 
saloon men, notwithstanding their victory in 
the defeat of Mr, Hartford, will not run the 
city, and that Mayor Truman and his friends, 
having found it impossible to make a satisfac- 
tory agreement with their late allies, have ac- 
cepted one with their late opponents, which 
unites all the better element in the Board of 
Aldermen and leaves the control of oity oitices 
where the best citizens of Orange prefer to 
have it, in spite of the local election. 

Out ef the eleven Democratic Aldermen six 
were anti-Hartford or saloon men—Browne, 
Doty, Garrett, Mohor, Seymour, and Smith. 
Five—Birkhofer, Haley,Harrington,Lethbridge, 
and oCarthy—were supporters of Mayor 
Hartford. The latter, with three of the Repub- 
licans—Gegenheimer, Kynor, and Lighthipe— 
formed thé winning combination, which had 
eight votes to seven on évery test re of 
last evening. One Republican, J. Romine, 
deserted his party caucus to go with the saloon 
Vemoorats, averring that they had stood by 
Truman as & Candidate and that it wasn’t fair 
to go back on them now that the election was 
over. 

After the old board had met, had gone 
through its routine business, and had adjourned 
flue die, Mayor Hartford had to wait some tive 
minutes before his successor could push his 
way through the crowd which fliled all the 
approaches to the little hall over the 
engine house on Cauileld-street. The last 
act of the retiring poard had been to 
tender a vote of thanks to the outgoing Mayor 
for his zeal and fidelity to the interests of the 
city. hen Mr. Truman at Jast got in, Mayor 
Hartford grasped him by the hand and said: 
“T heartily welcome y to your new position 
as Chief Magistrate or the city. For twenty~ 
four years heave lived in Orange an 
for the last twelve years the duties of this 
ottice have devolved upon me It gives me 
pom emery cag cima to see as my successor a 
gentieman like yourself, whom I know to be 
deeply interested tn the prosperity of the mu- 
nicipality.” Then the oath was administered, 
the old Mayor bade farewell to the Aldermen, 
the new one took his seat, and the new Alder- 
men were sworn in. 

Mayes Truman’s inaugural message was not 
long. © expressed a desire for greater school 
accommodations, particularly in the Fourth 
Ward of the city, and & removing of the 
Poor Farm from its present lecation on 
South Orange-avennue to lands near the reser- 
voir; he —— the use of broken stone 
without clay in the repairing of the streets, an 
increase in the reservoir capacity for furnish- 
ing water to the city, and treated the liquor 
issue in the following not too severe sentence: 


The liquor question may need nothing. As repre- 
sentatives of the people our duty is, irrespective of 
individual opinion, to consérve the interests of all. 
Tnerefore it should be uur endeavor to see that all 
laws ore respected, and to this end we iook for the 
co-operation of all citizens. 

The Mayor went on to indorse the new Sewer- 
age bill for Oran sa passed the New-Jer- 
sey Assembly o onday, and which will in- 
volve ah expense of nearly $500,000, partly to 
be paid by taxation and partly to be assessed 
on the property benefited. He advised that 
a& committee be sent to Trenton to urge 
its passage. He suggested that tn giving con- 
tracts for the work all bids should be opened 
simultaneously in the presence of bidders, and 
that the lowest should be accepted. After press- 
ing upon the Aldermen the necessity of careful 
nal he ended with the following benedic- 

lon: 


“Our aim being for the good of every taxpayer 
and resident, [ Know that if we will ask aid and 
guidance from God, our efforts will be crowned 
With success, and He will bless us in our life work, 
giving us that joy and peace which cannot be ob- 
tained except from Him.” 

This effort to check in advance the angry pas- 
sions of the wicked practical politicians who 
were just at that moment engaged in counting 
heads and wondering what trap would be first 
sprane was not altogether successful. 

e fun began when Alderman  Har- 
rington, a Hartford Democrat, presented 
a resolution for the retention of the old rules, 
giving the Mayor the power of appointing 
standing committees of the board, with a sin- 
gle change increasing the number of each of 
such committees from three to five. 

The election of a presiding officer in the ab- 
sence of the Mayor was decided first in order, 
and the cight-to-seven combination was brbugnt 
out for the first time. George Lethbridge, a 
Hartford map, was chosen by this vote over G. 
W. Browne, a saloon Democrat. Tpen Harring- 
ton’s resolation came up, and F. P. Doty,an anti- 
Hartford spokesman, cifered a substitute ac- 
cepting the rules of an ancient board, adopted 
March 20, 1881, when the Board of Aldermen 
and Mayor were of different politics, and tak- 
ing the . eo re of committees out of his 
hands. 6 said: “I want to apply a lit- 

le Democratic medicine in_ this case, 

Laughter.j] I see you have got a majority 
against us. Several Demoorats have been 
caucnsing with the Republicans But Iam not 
soared. lLean’t be any worse off than I have 
een in the past.

Doty answered sharply that he be- 
lieved jt worse to vote for Jim Blaine for Presi- 
dent than to support a Republican for Mayor, 
and Harrington replied that Foe he voted for 
Blaine he did itin broad daylight and notina 
dark room. The crowd applauded the sharp 
hits on both sides, Then Doty's substitute was 
tabled, still by an to 7 vote, and Har- 
rington’s resolution was adopted. The Mayor 
appointed the committees and his list gave this 
latest combination of Hartford men anda Ke- 
publioans control of allofthem. A committee 
‘was appoin to push the Sewer bill at Tren- 
ton, and the meeting adjourned, 

The Republicans are chuckling over the brill- 
jiancy of their latest flop. The Hartford Alder- 
men are havos to have got good places on com- 
mittees in spite of their chiefs defeat, and the 
anti-Hartford Democrats are cursing the day 
when they ot over to the Republican camp 
in the municipal election. Meanwhile good oit- 
izens generally are giaa that Truman, who is 
of course & wan above corruption, is in alliance 
with the ol ayor} ond will have the advan- 
tage of Mr. Hartford’s enety advice and ex- 
perience, as well as a more or less trustworthy 
majority in the Board of Alderman.

NOMINATED IN THE ELEVENTH ASSEM~- 
BLY DISTRICT FOR MAYOR. 


After two hours of hysterical oratory that 
eminent aggregation of statesmen known as 
the Business Men’s Republican Organization of 
the Eleventh Assembly District indorsed Elll- 
ott F. Shepard as a Mayoralty candidate last 
night.

PROF RICHARD OWEN DEAD. 





AN BMINENT MAN TAKES POISON 
MISTAKE FOR MINERAL WATER. 


EVANSVILLE, Ind., March 25.—The death of 
Prof. Richard Owen last night at New-Har- 
mony, Ind., was peculiarly distressing. A jug 
of embalming fluid was sent by mistake 
to A. H. Fretagoot, a: merchant and neigh- 
bor of Prof. Owen, labeled medical water. 
Thinking it mineral water from some friend, 
the two drank » small quantity and the deadiy 
quality was soon discovered. . Medical aid was 
summoned, but Prof. Owen died before mid- 


night, Mr. Fretageot vomited freely and it is 
hoped he may recover. 

Prof. Owen was one of the four sons of the 
Scotch philanthropist, Rebert Owen, known ail 
over the worid for his learning and benevolence. 
Prof. Owen’s two brothers—David Dale, the 
eminent gedlogist, and Robert Dale, the states- 
mau and scholar—were also of world-wide rep- 
utation. 

Prot. Richard Owen was also celebrated as a 
scholar, scientist, and soldier. He was born 
near New-Lanark, Seotland, Jan. 6, 1810, 
After a thorough education in Europe in the 
sciences, and especially chemistry, he came to 
this country. He studied civil engineering in 
Kentucky, where he was afterward a Professor, 
also coal. under his brother, David Dale. 

After serving in the United States Geological 
Survey he became @ Captain in the Mexican 
war. He was afterward State Geologist for 
Indiana and professor in Bloomington Uni- 
versity. When the rebellion broke out he en- 
listedin tbe Fifteenth Indiana Regiment, of 
which he became Lieutenant Colonel. 

Subsequently he raised the Sixtieth Regiment 
and wes with it as Colonelina number of ac- 
tions until 1863, when ill health compelled his 
resignation, His military record is highly 
creditable. 

As an author, Prof. Owen dispiayed his uaual 
ability. He was venerated and highly respected 
wherever known. He leaves a widow, his 
second wife, and two sons. 

Prof. Owen was a Freemason and Past Grand 
Master Independent Order of Odd Fellows. 
Tho funeral will take place Thursday-afternoon 
at New-Harmony.

JERSEY’S RING DESPERATE 


REVENGE FOR THE TRUTHS 
TOLD BY “THE TIMES.” 

4 “TIMES” REPORTER ARRESTED AT 
MIDNIGHT TO PREVENT HIS PRO- 
CURING BAIL—THREATENED WITH 
THE SOCIETY OF A THIEF IN A CELL 
—A PUBLIC-SPIRITED CITIZEN WHO 
WOULD NOT SEE HIM LOCKED UP 
IN THAT “RATHOLE” COMES TO 
HIS RELIEF. 


THE TimMES has for some time been giving 
much attention to the affairs of Jersey City. It 
has made inqulries into its administration, 
into its manner of conducting elections, and 
it has boldly published whatever facts 
came within its knowledge concerning 
the corrupt practices in that city. These 
publications have had the cordial indorsement 
of many of the best citizons of the town, and 
organizations have passed resolutions com- 
mending Tuk Times for its outspoken criti- 
cisms, These publications naturally enough 
have been offensive to the men who are en- 
gaged in the maladministration of the city’s 
affairs, and who enjoy the fruits of the corrup- 
tion practiced. 

A city election Is to be held in Jersey City 
within the next two weoks, With the idea, ap- 
parently, of silencing Tux Tiers during the 
campaign, one of the worst and most despica- 
ble of the ringsters last evening caused the 
arrest of a reporter of THe Timers. True 
to his natural instinct to do a mean thing 
in the meanest possible way, he had the 
arrest made inthe evening so that the procur 
ing of bail would be as difficult as possible. 
Aided, then, by his subservient Chief of 
Police, he attempted to have the re- 
porter locked in a cell without giv- 
ing him any opportunity whatever to 
get bail. Fortunately, a respected citizen of 
Jersey City heard of the arrest and volun- 
tarily came forward and offered himself as 
surety, thus securing the reporter’s release. 

At the meeting of the Jersey City Board of 
Aldermen last evening, J. 8S. Butler appeared 
at the reporter’s table to make a report of the 
proceedings for publication in Tue TIMES. 
Shortly before the meeting was called to order 
John P. Feeney entered. Feeney is President of 
Jersey City’s police force and a detective 
in the office of County Prosecutor Winficld. He 
is notorious in Jersey City and throughout 
Hudson County, and has been referred to in 
these columns in connection with other 
corrupt ringsters in that vicinity. When 
he saw the reporter he left the 
room. Presently an officer named Class, 
appeared upon the scene and informed Mr. 
Butler that he had a warrant for his arrest, 
thereupon conducting him to the office of Jus- 
tice Weed. That official, in compliance with 
Mr. Butler’s demand, read a portion of the com- 
plaint upon which the summons was issued. 

The complaint had been made by John P. 
Feeney. It referred to an article in THE TIMES 
of March 16, headed “Jersey City’s 
Bad Rulers.” Tho article in its ontirety 
was embodied in the complaint, and 
formed the basis of what Feeney 
alleged to be criminal libel. Justice Weed said 
that Mr. Butler could demand an immedtate 
examination or waive examination and give 
bailin the sum of $1,000. The following dia- 
logue oecurred: 

Mr. Butler—Advantage appears to have been 
taken of me to make this arrest in the evening, 
when the securing of bail may be somewhat 
Gitficult. 

Justice Weed—Tho warrant has been out for 
you since March 18. 

Mr. Butler—And I have beenin this city near- 
ly every day since that date. 

Justice Weed—The officers did not recognize 
you, 

Mr. Butler—They appear to have recognized 
me in the evening. 

Justice Weed then said that Mr. Butler should 
bo taken to Police Heudquarters, where he 
would be treated with due courtesy and per- 
mitted to use the telephone for communicating 
with. his office. 

On reaching Police Headquartors Mr. Butler’s 
pockets were examined, and Chief of Police 
Murphy remarked: ‘Do you wish to be re- 
sponsible for your valuables yourself ?’’ 

Mr. Butler—I suppose so. Why should I 
not be? 

Chiefof Police Murphy—You are going to tae 
station house. You may be lecked in a cell 
with a thief. 

Mr. Butler—I desire to use the telephone be- 
fore going to: the station house. 

Chief Murphy—Mr. Sackett has already com- 


He is on your paper, ain’t he? 

Mr. Butler—I have nothing to say on that 
‘subject. 

Chief Murphy (contemptuously)—Nothing to 
say? Officer, take this man to the station 
house. 

In the meantime, Col. H. H. Abernethy had 
&ppeared and inquired about the case. Before 
the conversation with him was concluded, W.. 
Butler was taken away, but had proceeded 


ofticer having him in charge was recalled, and 
it was stated that Col Abernethy would 
become Mr. Butler’s surety. Col. Abernethy 
then accompanied Mr. Butler and the officers 
back to Justice Weed’s ofiice. John P. Feeney 
was found waiting there. On learning that Col. 
Abernethy intended to become Mr. Butler’s 
surety, Feeney intimated that there were other 
complaints to be served on Mr. Butler. 

Col. Abernethy—Do I understand that if Mr. 
Butler is bailed on this charge he wili be im- 
mediately rearrested ? 

Feoney— Yes. 

Turning to the Justice, Feeney then asked if 
the warrant was ready. The Justice replied in 
the negative. Feeney remarked; “I don’t 
want to make any more trouble than is neces- 
sary. Letit go.” 

Mr. Butler—Then I understand that if Col. 
Abernethy becomes my surety on this charge 
I shall not be arrested again to-night. 

Feeney—No, you will not. 

Col. Abernethy and Mr. Butler left the Jus- 
tice’s office, the Celonel remarking, “I don’t 
know you very well, but I believe you’re at 
work in a good cause, and I don’t like to see a 
man locked up in that rat hole over night. I 
am simply doing for you what I would like 
some one to do for me ifI were situated as you 
are.” 

Col. Abernethy will bé released to-day from 
the obligation so kindly assumed by him. No 
doubt enough public spirited citizens of Jersey 
City will come forward to assume any 
bonds which may be fixed upon in this or 
any other case. The whole proceeding is 
one.of the beat illustrations that could pessibly 
be afforded of the base methods employed by 
the ring officials of Jersey City to punish those 
who havo inourred their wratb. 

A warrant issued a week ago and served just 
before midnight last night! 

A threat to incarcerate a respectable citizen 
in the same cell with a thief, anda Jersey City 
thief at that! 

No wonder the deeent residents of that city 
are nauseated with the men who hold their 
public offices!

WEHARY OF PROAIBITION. 


KANSAS REPUBLICANS WANT THE QUES- 
TION AGAIN VOTED ON. 


TOPEKA, Kan., March 25.—The Hon. A. I. 
Alton of Topeka, President of the Kansas Asso- 
ciated Republican Resubmission Club, to-day 
sent to Senator M. 8. Quay, Chairman of the 
Republican National Committee, the following 
letter: 


HEADQUARTERS OF THE STATE hae | 
CLUB OF Kansas, TOPEKA, March 25. 

The Hon, Matthew & Quay, Chairman Natio nal 
Republican Committee, Washington, D. C.: 
DEAR Sir: I thought it might be interesting 
to you, as Chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, to know the condition of the 
Republican Party in Kansas. Politics in Kansas 
isin achaotie state. A large percentage, 1n 
fact asafe majority of the people, are weary 
of prohibition and demand that the amend- 
ment shall be submitted to a vote of the people 
atthe next election, and are therefore as king 

for an extra session of the Legislature. 

They think this is areasonable request, inas- 
much as the amendment cannot be voted upon 
till 1892, unless at that time our Congres- 
sional delegation, without, as I believe, fully 
compreiending the scope of public sentiment 
upon this question, proclaimed themselves, in 
recent interviews, as opposed to submitting the 
question, and are understood to be opposed to 
ab extra session. 

This question will come before the people 
sooner or later, and it seems to me dangerous 
to the party in power to attempt to throttle 
public sentiment or ignore the will of the 
people. In the light of recent history it would 
seem Wise to eliminate this disturbing element 
from politics at the earliest possible moment, 

If it could be submitted at the coming elec- 
tion, the Republican Party would be solidified 
and equipped for 1892. if 1¢ is not submitted, 
the contest will be transferred to the Presiden- 
tial year. 

I know you are concerned only in seeing 
Kansas a Republican State and are not inter 
ested in our politics. To show you some of the 
reasons, however, for the demands of the péo- 
=> is enough to acquaint you with a few 
Yao 

First, Kansas lost 53,000 people in the last 
year. 

Second, out of 444,400 immigrants in 1889 
she only got 2,600, while Nebraska received 
102,000 and Texas 127,000. 

Third, crime has not diminished under pro- 
hibition, as has been frequently claimed by 
Prohibition oflicials, In this, the banner Pro- 
hibition county, the criminal cases have more 
than doubled since prohibition was enacted. 

Fourth, our farmers have no adequate home 
market for their products and there is wide- 
spread dissatisfaction. The law operates as a 
menace, if not a practicai prohibition, to immi- 
gration from European countries. 

‘The resubmission movemeut is conducted 
wholly within the ranks of the Republican 
Party, and, as we believe, for the best interests 
and safety of the party. 

There are certain facts we must not ignore. 
The aggregate Republican majorities last Fall 
were but 15,000, as compared with 82,000 the 

ear before. The Farmers’ Alliance of this 

tate, representing a vote of 100,000, is also 
asking for an extra session and is threatening 
the party if it is not granted. 

The people are wonderfully in earnest and 
will not yield, The resubmission meetings held 
throughout the State indicate a live and deter. 
mined public sentiment. Recently one was held 
in Representative Hall, attended by 2,000 earnest 
people. nless we get an extra session I fear 
the ultimate result will be the same as in Iowa, 
and that you caanot countin Kansas in ’92. 

If the Republicans now in power refuse to 
bow to the inevitable, they must, of course, bear 
the blame if disaster come to the party. To 
the careful observer there seems manifest peril 
inignoring this demand. We have organized 
upon @ permanent basis, and do not intend to 
reliaquish our efforts until the people register 
their choice by ballot, 

If the contest is transferred to 1892 we shall 
keep our organization intact until that time 
and send a full delegation from this State to 
the next National Republican Convention, and 
shall knock at its doors and ask to be admitted 
as the Republican delegation from the State of 
Kansas. 

We certainly represent the Republicans. We 
stand on the platforms of the National Repub- 
lican Party as well as on that of thirty-five 
States in the Union. We claim that pronibi- 
tion bas no place in the policy of the Republi- 
ean Party. The fact that enthusiasts have 
burdened the party with it here does not make 
it a Republican principle. 

Itis a siguificant fact that, in your State, the 
Gibraltar of Republicanism, prohibition should 
be defeated by a majority of 189,000. If our 
Congressional delegation should favor an extra 
session the Governor would undoubtedly con- 
vene the Legislature. 

We are only asking the right to vote upon 
this question. Members of Congress may say 
that this representation is not true and that 
the political situation in Kansas is not as here- 
in described, but, could they mingle with their 
constituents and hear the voice of the people 
instead of the politicians, they would change 
their attitude. 

When the Legislatures of Pennsylvania and 
Massachusetts submitted prohibition to a vote 
no one claimed that a majority favored it, but a 
respectapdle number asked for it, and it was 
granted. 

We feel certain that the majority of the 
ple of Kansas want ap extra session and are 
Opposed to prohibition. It seems to me that 
our 6a8g6 is strong, and that a refusal of this re- 
quest is fraught with peril. 

Should you desire to concern yourself in this 
matter, Would you kindly ask the Senators and 
Representatives from this State upon what 
principle they object to the people voting on 
this question? They may say that prohibition 
is the settled poiicy of Kansas. So they sald in 
Iowa and until they settled the fate of the 
Ropubiican Party. 

‘hey ong | say that this is a Democratic move- 
ment, but the Republicanism of its promoters 
requires no vouchers. They may say that an 
®Xira session is too expensive, but that is not 
reasonable when the people are demanding it 
and are Willing to pay the expenses. 

They may say that the Legislature would re- 
fuse to suDmit it, but how oan they know that 
the Legislature would ignore the wishes of a 
large percentage of their constituents? They 
say that Kansas has the most moral and intel- 
igent people on the globe, a proposition I will 
not controvert. Ifso, public questions are cer- 
tainly safe in their hands. 

It is upon their wisdom and self-restraint 
that the stability of the most cunningly- 
devised scheme of government depends. He- 
submission would drive out eontentions, heal 
the party wounds, and make the return of our 
senior Senator far more certain.

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HILL’S TRANSPARENT TRICK 


A SINGULAR PROPOSAL BY 
THE GOVERNOR. 
AN EFFORT TO USE THE COURT OF AP- 
PEALS TO EVADE RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR DEFEAT OF BALLOT REFORM. 


ALBANY, March 25.—The game of hide and 
seek between Gov. Hill and the Republican 
Legislature on ballot reform took a new form 
to-day and sufficient color was given to the pro- 
ceedings to justify the suspicion, long enter- 
tained by men conversant with the feelings of 
the Republican leaders and the Democratic 
Governor, that on this important and grave 
subject “one is afraid and the other darsn’t.” 

Gov. Hill played what from his standpoint fs 
atrump card. He sent to the Legislature by 
the hand of his handsome Secretary, Col. 
Williams, “a message in writing.” This mes- 
sage had a proposition—to submit the Ballot- 
Reform bill to the Court of Appeals for an 
opinion as to ite constitutionality, a point or 
which the Governor and the Legislature have 
anirreconcilable misunderstanding. The scheme 
sounded plausible enough. It seemed an casy 
way to settle all existing differences. it prac: 
tically pledged the Governor’s signature ta 
the billif the Court of Appeals should take 
the position of the Republicans; it certainly 
justified his veto if the court should decide 
the bill unconstitutional. The first.impression, 
before the Governor’s motive was known and 
pefore the underlying facts were brought to 
light, was that for once the Governor was sin- 
cere; but at the same time there was the lurk- 
ing suspicion that there was some deep-hidden 
scheme, for itis notorious that when the Gov- 
ernor believes his position is right he never 


calis to his assistance or requests the co-opera- 
tion of the Republican Legislature. The Gover 
nor plays his cards single-handed. He neither 
asks nor desires the aid of his political enemies, 

Besides, and this really was the mosé decisive 
question of the day, if the Governor were sin- 
cere ih his position why should he apply to the 
Legisiature? The bill was out of the hands of 
the Legislature. That body had expressed its 
most abiding;faith in its constitutionality as ex- 
pressed by its t constitational lawyers. 
Why sheuld the Governor at this stage of the 
session fall upox the Republican Legislature 
and politely request its co-operation in a re- 
quest to the Courtof Appeals? The highest 
judicial body of the Commonwealth would treat 
just as deferentially any request that came 
trom the Governor of the State as it would one 
that was backed by the Governor and the 
Legislature united. If the point was worth 
playing the Governor could have personally 
and offieially made nis application to the Court 
of Appeals, and, whatever the result, he would 
have obtained single-handed and aione—and it 
must be confessed the Governor prefers ex- 
clusive credit—all the credit. 

But he played his cards sensationally. A 
man without the Presidential bee in his hat 
woulé have gone to work modestly, but the 
Governor had to bring out his Chinese gong, 
his Arabtan red lights, to beguile and deceive 
the people into the belief that he was tbe only 
friend of ballot reform in the Capitol and that 
the Kepublicans were insincere. And it must 
be confessed that the conduct of the Repub- 
licans was sach as toinspire tho conviction 
that if Gov. Hill really wanted to place hig 

olitical éapponents where they for four yeard 
Fave assiduously been trying to drive him, 
namely, “in a hole,” he could do nothing bet- 
ter toward the accomplishment of that end 
than to sign the Saxton bill. F 

Let the facts and the arguments be viewed 
dispassionately. Last evening Gov. Hill called 
Senator Saxton to him and submitted his prop- 
osition. Saxton, who 1s a fair-minded man and 
one who would naturally feel complimented by 
this ebullition of confidencein so reticent a man 
as the Governor—considering, also, the fact 
that the Democratic Senators were kept in 
ignorance of the plan—made known the scheme 
to his Republican colleagues. Then followed 
the caucus of conference at Senator Fassett’s 
house, which THE TIMES alluded to this morning 
and abont which the Senators Dresent—Fassett, 
Saxton, Robertson, O’Connor—main- 
tained an Egyptian silence. Two Assembly- 
men—Acker of Steuben and I. Sam John- 
son of Wyoming—lent their ears to the 
occasion. he overnor’s proposition wags 
stated. Both Saxton, who introduced the bill 
in the Senate, and Aoker, who fathers it in the 
House, believed David should be taken at his 
word, but they were bowled out by the superior 
finesse of such political experts as Fassett, 
Sloan, and Robertson who believed in the mag- 
nificent rale of warfare, “never do what your 
adversary expects you to do and always do 
what he does not expect you to.” 30 the cau- 
cus dispersed after the members had put a 
safety combination lock on their mouths. The 
result was that when the Governor’s message 
Was announced in the Senate the Republicans 
bad their guns gil loaded and trained in the 
Exeeutive Chamber, while the Democrats were 
oaught unprepared, without ammunition and 
and ata serious disadvantage. 

Senator Saxton, as the chief sponsor of the 
bill, was pushed Into the breach ut the outset, 
after the Governor’s message had been read, 
and Senator Chase had offered a concurrent res- 
olution to submit the bill to the arbitration of 
the Court of Appeals, Mr. Saxton, usually a 
well-equipped speaker, labored under many dis- 
advantages. He spoke as a man who had prom- 
ised to do One thing and had been forced to da 
another. Among other things he said were 
these: 


“This proposition of the Governor seems upon the 
face of it to be a very reasonable one, but before 
the Senate adopts the resolution I think we should 
consider the consequences. It strikes me, in the 
first place, that this suggestion comes very late, 
ao far as the Legislature is concerned. We hava 
considered the questions involved in the bill time 
atter time, both here and in the Assembly. We hava 
decided that in our judgment its provisions ara 
within the purview of the Constitution. If the Gov- 
ernor desired to obtain light upon the matter 
for himself and for the Legislature, why did 
he not send a message tous before we had consid- 
ered and passed apee the very points which he now 
raises? Whois it that wanta this advice? The 
Legislature doesn’t want it, because, as I say, 
with full knowledge of our responsibility in th 
premises, we have decided that the billis constitu. 
tional. Shall we now indicate that we are in doubt 
asa to ourown deliberate action? I want to say for 
one that, so faras my convictions are concerned, 
they are firm and not to be shaken. 

“Let us see what this resolution would do. Ié 
would send the question tothe Court of Appeals, 
or rather to the Judges of the Court of Appeals, 
not for their determination, but for their con. 
sideration simply. That court has certain duties 
to perform, certain duties devolved upon it by the 
Conatitation and by statute. It is a Court of Ap- 
peal, to review the determination of the lower 
courts. Ité sole duty is to take into consideration 
appeals sent ta it from the lower branches of the 
jadiolar of this State, and a judiciary has novhing 
whatevér to do with abstract propositions. The 

udiciary has simply to apply the law to the facis 

n cases as they arise, and when they have done 
that they have performed the whole duty that has 
ever been devoived ypon Judges of the English. 
speaking race since the beginning of the Englivh 
Constitution. 

the Court of Appeals should give an 
opinion in this matter. What would it amount to! 

t would bind nobody. It would not be a judicial 

etermination. It would be extra judicial. It 
would simply be the opinion of some gentlemen 
very learned in the law &s toa vroposition which 
we ourselves must decide for ourselves, so far as 
legislation is concerned, and which nobody can de- 
cide for us. But the Court of Appeals would proba. 
bly refuse to act, and they would properly do sv. 
They do not sit to advise this Legislature. That is 
not their province. They are to decide cases 
between citizens of the State as they arise 
or between citizens and the State, and I 
don't believe any Judge would givo an in- 
formal opinion on an abstract proposition on which 
he might be required at a future time to speak 
officially in a case in actual litigation. I think the 
court would not only be justified in refusjng to con- 
sider the matter, but that they would hardly be 
justified in doing differently. Our duty, it séems to 
me, is entirely plain. Itis toact upon our convic- 
tions. The duty of the Courtof Appeals is equally 
plain, and that is, that when the question comes up 
in the course of litigation they shall determine it, 
and pot till then. s :

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THE GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


THE BAIT WITH WHICH HE HOPED TO 
LURE THE LEGISLATURE. 


ALBANY, March 25.—Following is the text of 
the Governor’s remarkable message: 
To the Legisiature : 

Senate Bill No. 117, generally known as the 
“Saxton Ballot-Reform bil,” is now before me 
for consideration. As is well known, it estab- 
lisbes a new system of voting in the State. It 
abolishes the existing election laws, and the 
changes contemplated are conceded to bé most 
important and radical. The objects which it 
professes to accOwplish are unquestionanly 
commendable: Many of its features are excel- 
lent and several have been recommended by we 
inmy aunual mossages during the past two 
years; but certain of its provisions are bolieved 
by me to bein violation of the State Constitua- 
tion. This conviction is deep seated and con- 
trolling, and has been contirmed by concurring 
opinions by many leadiug lawyera of the State. 

nderthe existing situation I eannot con- 
scientiously approve the bill in its present 
shapo, or consistently permit it to become alaw 
without my signature. I have, however, no 
mere pride of opinion in this matter, and will 
cheeriully acquiesze when convinced that my 
views are ugseund. 

The bill affeets vast public interests, and re- 
lates to the gacred rights of suffrage and the 
hig Fg hapesecteery of citizenship; but, if i 
should be enacted into a law, the objectionable 
provisions are sointerwoven with the other 
features of the measure that serious conse- 
quences and much confusion and injury muss 
inevitably ensue if it shail thereafter appear 
that tne questionable pravistons, or any portion 
thereof, are in conflict with the Constitution, 
In that event the whole election machinery of 
the State would be broken down and de- 
stroyed. The advisability of an early adjuii- 
cation of the validity of this proposed 
measure (especially while the Legislatare is in 
session) is very apparent. The best interests 
of the State would be subserved and the cause 
of electoral reform greatly promoted and its 
success hastened, if the coustitutionality of 
these provisions could be informally deter- 
mined by the Court of Appeals at this time, for 
the information and guidance of buth the Leg- 
slature and the Executive. 

The Constitutions of se veral States, notandly 
Massachusetts, Maine, New-Hampshire, Culo- 
rado, and Florida, expreasly provide that upon 
the application of the Executive, (and in one or 
two of them upon the applicatiun of the Lezis- 
lature,) the highest court of such State shall 
ronder an opinion informally upon the consti- 
tutionality of any proposed measure pending 
before the Executive and upon which be may 
desire such information for his official 
action. It is to be regretted that some 
such provision is not contained in the 
Constijutien of our own State; but in 
view of the vast importance of this particular 
measure, a8 Well as of the dangers which may 
be avoided and of the good results which are 
likely to ensue if 4 better understanding of the 
constitutional questions supposed to be in- 
volved can be arrived at without ltigation and 
without further conflict between the Legis- 
lature and the Executive, it is believed the 
Court of Appeals, upon the joint request of the 
Legislature and the Executive, would, asa mat- 
ter of courtesy due from a co-ordinate branch 
of the State Government, readily undertake to 
examine the proposed measure and informally 
express an opinion as to the constitutionality of 
its provisions. 

This gourse ig not wholly without sanction or 
precedent. Formerly the Chancellor and cer- 
tain Judges of the old Supreme Court, as mem- 
bers of a ‘“‘Counell ot Kevision,” were accus- 
tomed to render their opinions to the Executive 
upon the constitutionality of proposed legisla- 
tion, and in 1872, upon request, the Court of 
Appoals expressed its opinion upon certain leg- 
islation then pending aud awaiting approval. 
The jurisdiction of the Court of Appeals ia not 
conferred by the Constitution, but by statute. 

The time for my consideration of this measure 
does not expire until April 2, The court, if 

romptly convened, will have ample time be- 

ore that date for an examination of the ques- 
tions involved, 

The two divisions of the Court of Appeals 
represent opposite political sentiments, The 
people of the State, witheut distinction of 
party, have the highest regard for that court 
and unbounded confidenee in itadecisions, It 
is a court which will not be governed by parti- 
san prejudices or aflected by unintelligent 
clamor or influenced by improper appeals or 
deterred from a bold and feariess discharge of 
ita duty by any consideration whatever. To 
such & trisunal the friends and opponents of 
this measure may safely intrust the considera- 
tion of the constitutional questions, which are 
alone proposed to be submitted to it. 

It is therefore recommended that 4 joint reso- 
lution be passed hy the Legislature eee 
requesting the Court of Appeals, First and 
Second Divisions, to reconvene at their earliest 
convenience for the purpose of examining this 
measure and expressing their opinions }n- 
formally as to the constitutionality of the pro- 
visions thereof, It is my earnest desire to aid 
the solution of the problem of electoral reform, 
and that epirit alone has prompted this com- 
munication. Itrust that the Legislature, with 
a similar desire to secure practical results in 
the effort to abolish the evils now attending our 
elections, will meot my suggestion in the same 
spiritand willreadily acquiesce in wy request to 
refer tlie constitutional questions in the contro- 
veray to a competent and non-partisan tribunal.

Hill to drag the Court of 
Appeals into his political defense, Such law- 
yers as Matthew Hale say that the action is 
beyond all precedent, and would result in 
much trouble in the future. The Court of Ap- 
peals, would never, in Mr. Hale’s opinion, con- 
sider the question unless it came through the 
regular channel. It has no business. before. that 
body.

message that the two divisions of the Court 
of Appeals represent opposite political senti- 
ments probably gives the. greatest offense to 
the members of the Bar who do not like to 
have any. politicos whatever referred to. regard- 
ing the eourt as a body. Said a Democratic 
lawyer to-night: 

“Tt politics were to enter into. the discussion 
of matters before the Court of Appeals, the 
vote on the Platt case would have been atifer- 
ent from what it was, Every member of the 
court voted for affirmance of the judgment be- 
low.’ 

Only two members of the Court of Appeals 
werein town to-day, Judges Earle and Peck- 
ham. They were in the consultation room 
when the news of the message reached them.

EXTRADITION WITH BRITAIN. 


CRIMES WHICH COME UNDER THE 
TREATY PROCLAIMED TO-DAY. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—The convention sup- 
plementary to the tenth article of the treaty of 
1842 between Great Britain and the United 
States, concluded at Washington July 12, 1889, 
and ratitications exohanged at London Mareh 
11, 1890, was proclaimed to-day. By the terms 
of the supplementary convention the provis- 
ions of the tenth article of the original treaty 


are made applicable to the following additional 
crimes: 


1, Manslaughter, when voluntary. 

2. Counterfeiting or altering money; uttering or 
bringing into circulation counterfeit or altered 
money. 

3, Embezzlement; larceny; receiving any money, 
valuable security, or other property knowing the 
same to have been embezzled, stolen, or fraudu- 
lentiv obtained. 

4, Fraud by a bailes, banker, agent, factor, 
trustes, or Director or member or officer of any 
com DARN made criminal by the laws of both coun- 
tries, 

5, Perjury or subornation of pensar 

6. Rapo, abduction, child stealing, kidnapping, 

7. Burglary, housebreaking, or shopbreaking. 

8. Piracy by the law of nations. 

9. Revolt or conspiracy to reyolt by two or more 
persons on board a ship on the high seas against 
the authority of the master; wrongfully sinking or 
destroying &@ vessel at sea or attempting to do so; 
Assaults on board a ship on the high seas with in- 
tent to dogrievous bodily harm. 

10. Crimes and offenses against the laws of both 
countries for the suppression of slavery and slave 
trading. 

Extradition is also to take plaee for partioips- 
tlon in any of the crimes mentioned in this con- 
vention or in the aforesaid tenth article, pro- 
vided such participation be punishable by the 
lawa of both countries. 

The genres von turther provides that a fugi- 
tive criminal shall not be surrendered if the 
offense in respect of which his surrender is de- 
manded be one of a political character, or if he 
proves that the requisition for his surrender 
has in faet been made with a view to try or 
punish him for an offense of a political character, 
No person surrendered under the convention 
shall be triable or tried, or be punished for any 
political crime or offense, or for any act con- 
nected therewith, eommitted previous to his 
extradition; nor shall he be triable or be tried 
for any crime or offense, committed prior to 
his extradition, other than the offense for 
which he was surrendered, until he snall have 
had an opportunity of returning to the country 
from which he was surrendered. 


LONDON, March 25.—The new extradition 
treaty between Great Britain and the United 


States will be officially published to-night, The 
treaty will come into effect April 4 next.

PROBING FOR RASCALITY 


sectiodiiaailailinine 
SUPERVISING AROHITEOT 
BASTMAN ON fFTRIAL. 
HIS BILL FOR WORK, NOT YET DONE, 
ON THE §T. JOHNLAND COUNTY 
FARM SAID TO BE FRAUDULENT. 


The disclogura af same of the alleged rascal 
ity surrounding the management of the St, 
Jobniand County Farm by the Kings County 
Board of Supervisors was begun yesterday, 
when Supervising Architect Richard B, East- 
man was placed on trial in the Court of Oyer 
and Terminer before Justice Cullen, dnarged 
with presenting a fraudulent bill for services. 

The court room was filled with politicians 
when Eastman arrived with his counsel, ex- 
Judge Reynolds and Josiah T. Marean. District 
Attorney Ridgway was accompanied by his 
assistants, John F. Clarke and John McGuire, 

The entire morning session was occupied in 
getting a jury, and, when a recess was taken, 
Justice Cullen astonished every one by an- 
nouncing that the jurors would be placed in 
charge of court officers until the case was con- 
cluded. He explained that he thought there 
was not much fear of any one tampering with 
the jury, but he wanted to let the public see 
that there was no miscarriage of justice. This 
is the tirst time anything of this sort has been 
done in Brooklyn in many years, and it created 
a great deal of comment. 

District Attorney Ridgway added to the in- 
ferent by asking each talesman very pointedly 
if he would report any one who addressed him 
on the subject ofthe trial Mr. Kidgway also 
used up his remptory challenges on jurors 
who appeared to outsiders to be most satis- 
factory, Dut to whom the District Attorney 
showed he had eome very positive objection. 

These facts led to the circulation of numerous 
sensational stories of alleged attempts to get at 
the talesmen even before they were summoned, 
but none of them could be traced ta a reliable 
source, 

Immediately after recess Assistant District 
Attorney Clarke openad the case for the peo- 
ple and pointed out how Eastman had drawn 
one set of plans and presented a bill for 242 per 
cent. commission on four seta of plans. e 
made his strong point on the wording of the 
section of the Penal Code on which the indict- 
ment was found, which made it a felony to 
“bresent’ a fraudulent bill. He alleged that 
Eastman first presented a bill forthe correct 
amount to the Charities Commissioners, but 
afterward withdrew it, saying he would ** have 
it put through down there,” meaning the 
Board of 8upervisors. 

‘““He was the creature of an elementin that 
board,” said Mr. Clarke, ‘of a crowd which ap- 
pointed him, and he depended upon that crowd 
to pags his bill. But there is another hold on 
him, for although his bill was for supervising 
the construction of these buildings as well as 
for drawing the plans, not one of the buildings 
has been erected. Not one brick has been laid 
upon another.” 

When Mr. Clarke concluded, Mr. Marean be- 
gan along argument in support of a motion to 
dismiss the complaint on the ground thatthe 
question at issue Was merely a iegal one involv- 
ing the interpretation of a contract, and upon 
the additional ground that the indictment, as it 
was framed, charged no offense. Eastman, he 
maintained, was merely a litigant before the 
Board of Supervisors, which poard, under the 
law, was ajudicial body, having orgies forts. 
diction over certain matters. He read a lot of 
decisions in support of a claim that the Super- 
visors, in passing Eastman’gs bill, had adjudged 
it to be valid, and that that juagment acted as 
an estoppel of the present criminal prosecution. 

Distriet Attorney Ridgway ridiculed the 
proposition that the people had no remedy 
merely because the Supervisors had acted on a 
bill. He cited the Flack case to support his 
claim that the formal] judgment of a court did 
not act as a bar to sueh proceediogs as were in 
progress. Furthermore, he argued that the 
fraudulent act charged against Eastman was 
committed the instant the bill was presented, 
and no subsequent aétion of the Supervisurs 
could affeet the criminality of that fraudulent 
presentation. 

Justice Cullen decided that the action or the 
nS alae was nota bar and denied the mo- 
tion. 

Exceptions were taken, and Distries Attorney 
Ridgway opened bis case by putting in evidence 
the laws conferring power on the Supervisors 
to build the County Farm and to employ a 
supervieing architect, and the resolutions of 
the Supervisors appointing Eastman to that 
peered and awarding contracts for the erec- 

— of the buildings for which Eastman drew 
plans. 

The first witness was ex-Charities Commis- 
sioner Ray, who testified that Eastman was ap- 
pointed supervising architect with the distinct 
understanding thst he should be paid his com- 
mission only on the plans actually drawn and 
noton the number of buildings erected from 
each set of planus. None of the buildings pro- 
vided for by the plana for which Eastman had 
charged had yet heen erected. 

Charities Commissioner Gott and E. B, Cad- 
ley, Clerk of the Board of Supervisors, corrob- 
orated Mr. Ray’s statement in regard to the un- 
derstanding with Eastman. The jurors, were 
then taken to supper at the Clarendon Hotel, 
and when they returned Mr. Cadley was re- 
called. He produced Eastman’s bills, showing 
that they were for 215 per cent. for construc- 
tion, in addition to 245 per ceut. for the plans, 
although no building had yet been done, It was 
also brought out that the then Supervisor at 
Large, John A. Quintard, vetoed Eastman’s 
billon the ground that it was fraudulent and 
that the Supervisors overrode that veto by 
an overwhelming vote, 

Jobn Harrington, a clerk in the County 
Treasurer’s office, testified that Eastman got 
his money in two ehecks, each for something 
ever $7,000. 

“‘ Did he deposit the checks in his bank, as 
business men always dot” was asked. 

This was objected ta, and it was ruled ont, al- 
though District Attorney Ridgway pleaded that 
it was permigsable to show that Eastman 
cashed the ¢hecka for some reason. The court 
wouldn’t allow it to be done, however. 

Ex-Commissioner Ray was recailed to testify 
thet Eastman presented a bill for only four 
thousand and odd dollars, but afterward, for 
the same work, had a bill for over $15,000 
passed through the Supervisors’ Baard. 

Then, to evers one’s surprise, District Attor- 
ney Ridgway rested his case, and the court ad- 

ourned until 10 o’olock this morning. The 
urors were taken to the Clarendon Hotel and 
ocked up for the night. Later one of them, in 
charge of an officer, was allowed to go home to 
visit his sick wife

Typographical Union No. 6 of this city, numer- 
ically one of the strongest and said to be one 
of the most conservative labor organizations 
in the country, will to-day hold its annual elee- 
tion for officers for the ensuing year and for 
delegates to the session of the International 
Typographical Union, to be held at Atlanta, 
Ga., next June, 

There are two tickets in the field, represent- 
ing the administration and anti-administra- 
tion factions. The nominations were made on 
March 16, and since then the candidates have 
been working actively for votes, 

What may make the printers’ election of 
more than ordinary interest is the fact that the 
balloting is to be conducted on a plan very like 
the Australian system.

The President’s proclamation warning all 
persons against entering the waters of 
Behring Sea for the purpose of killing fur 
seals and other animals is devoid of spe- 
cial significance, not only because its lan- 
guage is like last year’s, but also because 
its issue is in routine pursuance of an act of 
the Fiftieth Congress requiring him to give 
such a warning annually. Since even last 
year’s proclamation, which was the first 
under that act, was follewed by a great 
irruption of poachers into the forbidden 
waters, there isstill less likelihood that the 
current one will frighten them off. Like 
last year’s, it is cautiously worded, prohib- 
iting entrance into waters under the domin- 
ion of the United States without defining 
“what these waters are, which is the point 
at issue. A more significant indication of 
the Government’s purpose might perhaps 
be deduced from its lease of the Pribylov 
Islands for another twenty years ut a much 
higher aggregate income were it not that a 
reduction in the number of seals allowed to 
be killed the first year under this new 
lease is very much such a provision as 
might be made if it were expected to divide 
the spoils of the season either with the 
poachers or somebody else. Premonitions 
of a settlement of the controversy with 
Great Britain on this subject have been re- 
peatedly heard.during several menths, but 
unless they soon “pan out” into something 
practical the private sealers of Victoria 
will have started for their year’s catch 
without waiting for the diplomats. 


SHIRKING THE RESPONSIBILITY. 

In proposing to the Legislature to join 
with him in asking the Court of Appeals 
to pass upon the constitutionality of the 
Saxton Ballot bill, Gov. Hitt seems to be. 
seeking an easy way outof an awkward 
position. He says that certain of the pro- 
visions of the bill are believed by him to be 
“in violation of the State Constitution.” 
Therefore he cannot ‘‘conscientiously ap- 
prove” the measure in its present shape, 
and he cannot “consistently permitit to 
become alaw” without his signature. But 
he has no “ pride of opinion” in the matter, 
and will “cheerfully acquiesce” when con- 
vinced that his views are unsound. It may 
bo inferred that he means by this that he 
would approve the bill if the Court of Ap- 
peals rendered an opinion to the effect that 
it was free from constitutional objections, 
This would enable him to retreat grace- 
fully from the position which he has main- 
tained so long and so obstinately. He 
seems to desire an opinion from both divis- 
ions of the court, and what his course. 
would bein case of a disagreement of the 
Judges he does notindicate. It is possible 
that if-one Judge were to hold the opinion 
which he has. himself clung toso long, he 
would fail to be convinced that his “ views 
are “ unseund.” 

Both branches of the Legislature, instead 
of complying at once with the Governor’s 
proposal, referred the matter to their Com- 
mittees on Judiciary, which clearly indi- 
cates that they do not intend to seek the 
opinion of the Court of Appeals on the sub- 
ject. The time would be short at best, for 
in a week from to-day the bill must be- 
come a law without the Governor’s signa- 
ture unless he shall have previously re- 
turned it to the Senate with his objections. 
The fact is that the majority in the Legis- 
lature have no reason for seeking a judicial 
opinion on their own account, for they 
have no doubt of the constitutionality 
of the measure. It has been passed 
by three Legislsztures in substantially 
its present form, so far as any constitu- 
tional question is concerned, and the Gov- 
ernor has stated his objections to its main 
features in two vetoes and two regular 
messages. There is no new question. The

tions and have found no reason in them for 
not enacting the measure. They have no 
doubts to settle; why should they call 
upon the Court of Appeals for advice npon

The Legislature has taken the responsi- 
bility so far as it is concerned, and the 
majority of its members are evidently quite 
willing to bear it. The Governor cannot 
escape his share. Ifhe is in-doubt he has 
plenty of opportunity. of obtatning advice, 
If heisnot in doubt, why should he call 
upon the Legislature to get the Court of 
Appeals to advise him? But there is not 
the least reason for assuming that he acted 
in good faith in submitting his proposition 
to the Legislature. He must have felt sure 
that it would not be-accapted, and he must 
also have known that his plan was imprac- 
ticable. To get: the Court of Appeals to- 
gether, to get the subject before it in 
any shape for consideration, and to get a 
formal opinion announced, would not be 
practicable between now-and next Wednes- 
‘day, and if it were attempted, the result 
would be a recall of the bill to prevent its 
becoming a law or'to save it from veto, 
and then there' would be the chance for 
delay and new discussion, which the Gov- 
ernor woald prefer to.facing his duty. He 
is simply trying to shirk the responsibility 
which now confronts him and him alone, 
and his. message is evidently a trick to get 
some of it back upon the Legislature. He 
wants tomake a show of offering to come 
around if the highest tribunal of the State 
says he is in the wrong, so that he may 
accuse the Legislature of not giving him a 
chance. When he vetoes the bill he will 
make much-of this offer and use it as an 
excuse for adhering to his views, trying to 
throw the blame upon the Legislature. 
The scheme will hardly work. The Gov- 
ernor is too well known and his methods 
have become too familiar for anybody to 
be hoodwinked. 

The Governor has been brought after a 
long centest into a corner where the re- 
sponsibility of defeating ballot reform or 
of giving it effect in accordance with the 
unmistakable public demand directly con- 
fronts him. He is casting about for a loop- 
hole of escape, but none is:open. It would 
be weak-and foolish for the Legislature to 
come to his rescue, because the duty that 
remains is his-and hisalone, There is good 
ground for believing that his constitutional 
objections to the Saxton bill are a sham. 
Two years ago they were very sweeping, 
and since then they have dwindled down 
to three objections to the exclusively offi- 
cial ballot, which hestated in his last an- 
nual message. These were extremely flimsy. 
Last year’s veto contained many objections 
that had nothing todo with the Constitution. 
‘The fact.is that the Governor is reduced to 
a desperate extremity and hasnot the cour- 
age and manliness to. acknowledge his er- 
rors. In taking his last stand on undefined 
constitutional objections he occupies a 
shaky ground, for he is not responsible 
for the constitutionality of legislative 
measures, and can consistently with his 
duty yield to the judgment of the Legis- 
lature upon that point and leave the final 
decision to the.courts, to which it. belongs. 
If he gives up all other ground. of ebjection 
he may as well let the bill become a law, 
although heis not fully converted to be- 
lief in its wisdom and efficacy. If he is 
determined not to approve it he should be 
compelled to. face the consequences,

For some of their misdeeds the Board 
of Estimate must share the responsibil- 
ity. That body is supposed to be a check 
upon profuse or extravagant expenditure 
by any of the municipal departments. 
Yet it has annually tixed the proper 
price of carrying a prisoner from the 
Tombs to the Court:House and back again 
at $1 50, a sum which would suffice to 
transport him even in the luxury ‘of a New- 
York hack, whereas, as a matter of 
fact, the prisoners are transported in 
batches of from twenty to forty in 
vans. It is likely that $10 a day 
would fully cover the cost to the 
Sheriff of transporting these prisoners, 
whereas the allowance made to him last 
year on account of it was $16,648 50. It 
will be seen that a very few jobs like this 
are alone required’ to enable the Sheriff to 
amass, during his term of office, what has 
been well described as an immodest com- 
petence. It will be seen also that the 
enormity of the charge should have been 
as obvious to the Board of Estimate as to 
the Grand Jury, having the same facts be- 
fore it. Yet this item, monstrous as in it- 
self itis, isone of the least grave of the 
counts in the moral indictment of the Tam- 
many Sheriff which the presentment con- 
stitutes. 


Nobody can go through this presentment 
without seeing that its conclusions are 
warranted by‘its:facts, and without recog- 
nizing that they are such conclusions as 
would lead a sensitive man to seclude himself 
from the gaze of an outraged society, instead 
of putting himself more conspicuously in 
view as a candidate for still higher offices. 
The “system” of the Sheriff's office seems to 
have been successful in dodging the Penal 
Code. The subordinates do the dirty work 
and the Sheriff gets his.share of the proceeds. 
Some of this dirty work seems to be actually 
unlawful, and of allof it the conclusion 
of the Grand Jury is justified that ‘in 
order that a Deputy Sheriff may realize 
any substantial pecuniary advantages by 
reason of his official position, it is almost 
compulsory upon him to commit criminal 
acts—certainly to lay aside all idea of honor 
and integrity.” The conclusion of the jury 
as to the order of arrest clerk, is that ‘* by 
reason of this juggling and passing of the 
booty, when.it reaches the final possessor, 
that individual is able to establish his in- 
nocence ef any positive knowledge of its 
tainted source,” and this conclusion seems 
to be equally applicable to the Sher- 
iff. That is to say, for the successful 
operation of the ‘“‘system” he must be a 
man-who, instead:of keeping his eyes wide 
open for abuses in his own office, keeps 
them tight shut. Such & man does not 
seem likely to be a very~efiiciont Mayor of 
the city, nor is the faction he represents 
likely to be commended by his acts to the 
public confidence. 








THE SILVER TANGLE. 


It is to be assumed that Mr. Winpom 
knows what is going on-in Congress, and is 
able:to form.some accurate forecast of leg- 
islation on the:.silver question, because he 
has taken upon himself to be the. Adminis- 
tration, not simply to represent, but to:.con- 
stitute it, so far as this question is con- 
cerned. His position is a trying one. 
Doubtless it has its honors. It is no small 
credit, under ordinary circumstances, to 
the Finance Minister of a great Government 
like that of the United States that he 
should be left:to his own discretion, almost 
without consultation and entirely without 
guidance from the head of the Government, 
to formulate a policy on so important a 
matter, to present it to Congress, to.follew 
it through.the committees, to accept or re- 
ject amendments, and in every way to 
shape so far as possible the action of the 
National Legislature. The honors of such 
a position would be greater if it could be 


supposed by the most credulous that the; 


President has any ideas of his own, and 


that he was not simply dodging a dety for’ 


which he feels himself peculiarly un- 
equipped. If Mr. Winpom succeeds in 
doing.anything, the praise must be his; but, 
on the other hand, if he fail, Mr. HARRISON 
may wash his hands of the business and 
throw the blame on the Secretary of the 
‘Treasury. 


This;fact rather lessens the: attractive- 


nessof Mr. WiNDOM’s position, and makes 
the advantages he may gather from it 
somewhat dubious. Moreover, there is 


the. drawback that“ the work he has on 


hand,is of an extremely ticklish character, 
and the assumption with which we started, 
that he knows what is going on and what 
will come of it, may be a very violent ene, 
So far as we are able, from an outsider’s 
point of view, to discern, the Secretary’s 
bill has practically been shelved in the 
Senate, while the House committee has 
adopted it with certain amendments, said 
by his friends to be of no serious impor- 
tance, but the exact effect of which it is 
difficult to calculate, with aceuracy. One 
of these amendments, as interpreted by the 
Secretary’s friends, requires the Treasury 
to open the,mints to free coinage so long as 
tho price of silver in the market is $1 for 
371 grains, that is, so long as the metal in a 
standard silver dollar is worth $1. This 
may be safe enough. It probably is ade- 
quate to prevent any conspiracy by which 
the price of silver could be forced up to 
that point fer the purpose of securing free 
coinage. But.itis plain that it will not be 
without embarrassment to have the mints 
opened and closed again at intervals deier- 
mined by the price of silver. However, if 
we concede that there is no more harm to 
be expected from the amendment than the 
Secretary is said to think, we have still the 
original bill with all its dangers and all its 
defects, and if there were any prespect that 
it would become a law, this would be a sit- 
uation not without gravity. 

We are inciined to think, however, that 
there is no such prospect. We are not pre- 
pared to say that the Secretary isongaged in 
simply barring the way to what he considers 
wor® legislation than his own proposi- 
tion, and that it is with that understand- 





ing that the President is giving him a free 
hand, but we find it: hard to see any other 
outcome from his policy, and we frankly 
admit that that is the only outcome that 
would not, in our judgment, be to-him dis- 
creditable to the pointof disgrace. With 
his convictions as to the danger of this 
Government being forced to adopt a silver 
basis forits currency, he weuld be entirely 
justified, in our opinion, in the tactics we 
have suggested. But he would not be justi- 
fied in pressing his own bill if he thought 
that it would become a law, because it 
would inevitably compel the Government 
to adopt precisely the basis he considers so 
evil. Nor would he be justified in putting 
his bill in such a shape in Congress that he 
might have to approve of a “ compromise” 
by which the present rate of coinage would 
be doubled, for that also would have the 
same effect. He is in honor bound, as is 
the President, to hold the Administration 
free to use the veto-power-to prevent any 
such result. It may be the greatest service 
the Administration can render the country, 
and nothing should be put in its way. 








THE “BIG FOURS” PROFIT& 

The advertising columns of the London 
newspapers have recently given te the pub- 
lic some interesting statements about the 
profits of the slaughterers of cattle and 
shippers of dressed beef'in Chicago. These 
statements are official, as they were taken 
from the books of one of the four great 
firms that. have: controlled the slaughtering 
and shipping business for several years. 


But it should not be overlooked that they’ 


are not exactly in harmony with the gloomy 
testimony given some.months ago before,a 
committee of the United States Senate by 
certain persons. representing two or'three of 
the controlling firms. 


The Vest committee was trying to find. 


eut why the cost of beef to the consumer 
had been kept up while the selling:price:of 
Western cattle had been falling 50 per 
cent. It will be recalled that at first the 
well-known leading members of the four 
firms commonly called “The Big Four,” 
doing business in Chicago, Omaha, and 
Kansas City, would not condescend to obey 
the committee’s subpenas, and that after 


a long delay seme of them consented toy 
Their testimony did not show’ 


testify. 
that the profits of their business were large: 
enough to attract new capital. There were 
elaborate calculations designed to show 
that the margin was very small. Any 
one who-heard the testimony without haw 
ing first:acquired'any knowledge of the con- 
dition of the industry might‘have been in- 
duced to believe that these witnesses really 
did not.care to.continue in a business that 
yielded so little profit, but:could not get out 
of it without suffering heavy. loss. 

One of the four controlling organizations 
was-the corporation known as GEeoRGE H. 
Hammond & Co., which had slaughter 
houses and packing houses at. Hammond, 
Ind., twenty miles from Chicago, and at 
Omaha, Neb., and was engaged in.shipping 
dressed beef to cities in this country and 
to England. This company has very 
recently been transfermed into an Eng- 
lish limited liability company. That is, 
the property has been sold to Eng- 
lish promoters or an English syndi- 


‘cate, and the new company’s securities 


have been placed on the London market, 
as many American breweries have been 
sold to English investors in the last two 
years. The shares of the new company 
were offered in London on the 6th inst. 


-and they appear to have been taken with- 


out delay. The transaction was explained 
in long advertisements, which set forth the. 
extent of the business acquired and the; 
profits of the same. 

The.American company had a capital of 


$2,475,000, as stated by*the Chicage .7rib-. 


une. This has been inflated in the English 
company to $6,400,000, consisting of 


$1,700,000 in 6 per cent. mortgage de-' 
bentures, $2,350,000 in 8 per cent..cuma-i 


lative preference shares, and $2,350,000/in 
ordinary shares. The prospectus undertakes. 


to show that the new company can pay 6 per- 


cent. on the debentures, 8 per cent. on the 
preferred shares, and even 16 per cent. on 
the ordinary shares, and still have a sur- 
plus of more than $70,000. This showing: 


| is based upon a statement of the American 


company’s profits for the last three years, 
taken frem the books by the new company’s 
auditors, PRICE, WATERHOUSE & Co. of 
London. 

This statement is that the profits for these, 
years were respectively, $540,212, $626,- 
062, and $715,666. Itwill beseen thatthe 


profits of the last year were about 29 per’

Itis not 
probable that this refers to any agreement

The fact that one of the four firms known 
as “The Big Four” made last year profits 
equal to 29 per cent. on its capital stock— 
which may or may not have been all paid 
in—will not fail to be interesting to the 
committee that has been taking testimony 
concerning the industry, and to the cattle 
growers who have so loudly complained of 
the low prices paid by “The Big Four” for 
their cattle. There is no reason te believe 
that this company has been more fortunate 
thau its associates in the business.

It has been amply demenstrated that the 
enlargement of the locks on the State 
canals adds largely to their capacity and 
usefulness, and the work has gone so far 
that it ought by all means to be carried to 
completion. A bill appropriating $500,000 
for the purpose passed the Senate some 
time ago and was. ordered to a third read- 
ing in the Assembly yesterday after an 
unusually vigorous opposition. Little con- 
cealment was made of the facet that this 
opposition is in the interest of the railroads, 
for some of the opponents went so far 
as to contend that the canals have 
outlived their usefulness and ought to 
be abandoned altogether. But the sta- 
tistics of canal transportation show 
that the city of New-York still owes 
a large share of its commercial supremacy 


to them. Without their aid it could by no 
means maintain its position in the exporta- 


the charges for this kind of trafiic on the 
railroads themselves. The rates are always 
lower during the open season, and without 
the canals the railroads could, without loss 
to themselves, divert a large share of the 
grain trafiic to Philadelphia and Baltimore 
by maintaining higher rates. It is un- 
doubtedly for the interest of the States to 
maintain the canals and to continue the 
policy of increasing their efficiency as a 
factor in-commerce. 








It is pointed out by the Philadelphia 
Press that the independent refiners have 
been more active than the Sugar Trust in 
opposing the proposed changes in the du- 
ties on sugar. But why should the Trust 
appear as a prominent opporent of the new 
. schedule so‘long as its interests are served 
by the so-called independent refiners of 
Philadelphia, and even by the Press itself ? 
We find the Press trying to convince the 
committee that the dividing line between 
the lower duty and the higher duty should 
not besmove1 up from No. 18 6f the Dutch 
color: standard to No. 16, although the 
reason given by the committee for this 
change was that it would permit the im- 
portation of certain low-grade yellow 
sagars that might be sold directly to con- 
/‘sumers, who would thus, so far as sugar of 
@® poer quality is concerned, escape the 
exactions of a combination of refiners. The 
Press also urges that the refiners—and, of 
course, the Trust—should have more pro- 
tection than the committee has given 
them, on the ground that “the profits 
of refining have been slender enough 
for a year past.” This won’t do. 
If the profits have been so “slender,” how 
hasthe Sugar Trust been able even in the last 
quarter to pay dividends at the rate of 10 
percent. on a capital stock known to be 
watered three forone? The Trust has just 
made affidavit to a court that its profits 
justify the payment of the quarterly divi- 
‘dend declared two or three days ago. And 
‘itis well known that the independent re- 
finers of Philadelphia have made very 
large profits by selling sugar peacefully at 
.@ price only one-eighth of acent lower than 
‘the Trust’s price.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT 


THE EFFECTS OF THE DECISION. 

8ST. Paut, Mareh 25.—The decision of the 
United States Supreme Court yesterday in the 
“ Granger railroad cases” mvolves the consti- 
tutionality of the States exercising a rate-mak- 
ing power. It is everywhere regarded as a 
most important decision. Railroad Commis- 
sioner Becker had this comment to make on the 
decision when asked about the matter: 

“While [ am not fully informed as to the 
points on which the Judges ruled, I am of the 
opinion that the point in this matter has never 
been properly presented before any tribunal. 
This commission has never gone extensive- 
ly into the making of railroad rates, 
believing that this was not its business 
nor the purpose for which it was ereated. 
If the point is on the constitutionality 
of the entire principle of making and determin- 
ing just and reasonable rates, the decision will 
be far-reaching in its results, and will act with 
particular emphasis on tne State ot Iowa On 
the other hand, if the point is made on the tak- 
lug of property without due process of law, it 
must be remembered that it is difticult to de 
termine whatare just and reasonable rates. 

“Judge Brewer, in his nuw celebrated de- 
cision, held that railread companies were en- 
titled, first, to arate which would pay oper- 
ating expenses; seeond, a rate which would 
pay , interest on its bonds, and _ third, 
a rite which would pay a fair divi- 
dend. Now let us see how. this 
may be made to operate. A railroad, by pay- 
ing immense salaries to its officers, may make its 
operating expenses whatever it pleases; it is- 
sues a8 many bonds as it can get floated, 
and accordingly can absorb an enermous 
amount of capital in interest, and, third, it 
can pay a dividend on fictitious or watered 
stock to take up the rest of the money, so that 
by combination of these plans it may keep its 
rates always at 2 Maximum and yet be within 
the law. 

“ The principle involved here, it seems to me, 
has never been properiy presented. It is, 
briefly, that my property and your preperty are 
a3 much entitied to these privileges as that of a 
railroad company. There is no living man who 
is protected in the charging of a rate that 
will allow him the same privileges as if hi¢ 
capital was that of arailroad company. Her« 
is a point that may come up before the courts, 
for this matter will never reat until every pos- 
sible phase of it has been touched.” 


RATES FROM THE SEABOARD. 

Representatives of the Trunk Lines, the roads 
of the Central Traffic Association, the North- 
western lines west of Chicago, and the Lake 
lines via Lake Superior ports met again yester- 
day at the offices of the Trunk Line Association, 
346 Broadway, to formulate rates from sea- 
board cities to St. Paul and Minneapolis which 
shall be fair to all the lines. There were about 
forty gentlemen present. Chairman Blanchard 
of the Central Trafiic Association presided. Di- 
reetly after convening the matter was referred 


to a sub-committee. They debated until late in 
the afterncon, when they reported to the full 
meeting. Pdioe 

There were seven distinct sets of rates, and 
the whole subject was narrowed down to one 
difference. The rates from New-York to 8t. 
Paul, via Chicago and Milwaukee, are 10 cents 
higher on first-class down to 3 cents on sixth 
class than by the routes via Lake Superior 
ports. These the lines via Chicago and Mil- 
waukee think are too high. But the routes via 
Lake Superior ports declined to concede any- 
thing further. They were willing, however, 
that the question should be arbitrated, and for 
that purpose another meeting will be heid to- 
day. Only west-beund rates are in dispute, and 
the articles involved are mainly elassified, in- 
cluding lumber, salt, cement, and coal. Iron is 
not ineluded. The meeting was a very amicable 
one.

REMEDIES. 


After finding during the past two weeks eight 
fndictments against an equal number of Tam- 
many gentlemen connected with the Sheriff’s 
office for bribery, extortion, and petit larceny, 
the Grand Jury paid its farther respects to that 
office by handing up to Judge Fitzgerald, in the 
Court of General Sessions, yesterday a scathing 
presentment. In it no mild language is used, 
but in strong'terms the evils there existing are 
depicted and the necessity of prompt action 
commented upon. 

It was about noontime when the Grand Jury 
filed into Part I. of the General Sessions, and 
the usual batch of indictments was handed up. 


Then turning to the court, Foreman John Har- - 


sen Rhoades, the President of the Greenwich 
Savings Bank, said: 

“‘Your Honor, the Grand Jury have a pre- 
Bentment to make, and in presenting itit has 
been their aim to make it as brief as possible, 
but the wide rango of the Inquiry has been such 
that of necessity it is longer than they could 
wish, in order to cover the whole facts in the 
case. 

“Tam instructed by the Grand Jury to say 
that this presentment relates to the Sherifi’s 
office of the city of New-York, and thatin the 
investigation which has taken. place not one 
Single element of redeeming character has ap- 
peared before this Grand Jury. The entire his- 
tory of this case shows one black record of vio- 
lated law, tardy justice, forced settlements, 
and of corruption and bribery. 

“The Grand Jury feel, Sir, that it is nolonger 
a question of what ought to be done, but that 
something must be done to stop these existing 
evils; that new investigations and indictments 


will not answer; but unless honest men are ap- 
pointed to office, and unless the laws relating 
to the management of the Sherifl’s office or the 
appointment of the Sheriff and his subordinates 
are changed all efforts will be useless. 

“The Grand Jury request that you will have a 
copy of this presentment sent to the Governor 
of the State and to thé Legislature, in order that 
speedy action may be taken to remedy these 
abuses, As the matter now stands, the Sheriff's 
office is a standing disgrace to the city of New- 
York and the age in which we live.” 

Judge Fitzgerald replied to the foreman and 
gentlemen of the Grand Jury that their request 
would be attended te. He thanked the Grand 
Jury for their active work, and expressed the 
hope that their action might result in the ad- 
vantage to be desired for the good goverment 

t the city and county. 


THE PRESENTMENT,. 
The presentment is as follows: 


During the present term the Grand Jury have en- 
tered npon an investigation into certain charges 
brought to their attention concerning the adminis. 
tration of affairs of the office of the Sheriff of this 
county and of the county jail under his charge. 
They have examined many witnesses, and upon 
their testimony already adduced have presénted in- 
dictments for certain specific offenses. While the 
investigation is not yet completed, the Grand Jury 
deem it their duty, without further delay, to bring 
to the attention of this court the facts hereinafter 
set forth, that action may be had toward a speedy 
remedy of the scandalous abuses proved by the tes- 
timony to exist. 

A proper cohduct of the affairs of the Sheriff's 
ofiice is of the hiyhest concern to the commanity. 
Its functions affect nate A citizen alike. It is 
closely related to thejudicial branch of Governmen 
that its corruption taints the administration of 
justice itself. 

During the past five years, aside from the other 
sources of the Sheriff's revenue, the county has 
paid to him the sum of $217,251 84 as fees and com- 
ponsation for services rendered by him on behalf 
of the county, as follows: 1885, $51,249 $3; 1886, 
$34,903; 1887, $36,806 29; 1888, $44,738 15; 1889, 
$49,555 07. 

During the same period the city has expended 
for the support of prisoners confined in Ludlow. 
Street Jail, on process, the sum of $43,304 71, as 
follows: 1885. $12,000; 1886, $8,198 80; 1887, 
$8,016 64; 1888, $7,179 44; 1888, $7,915 83. 

The fees of the Sheriff for the performance of serv- 
ices in behalf of the oounty are fixed by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment yearly, ex- 
cept in those cases where provision is made by the 
general laws of the State. Among others, the fol- 
lowing are the Pates etill existing: 

For conveying prisoners from the City Prison to 
the penitentiary, to the House of Refuge, and the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer and General Sessions, 
so to prison from said courts, per capita 


For filing returns of criminal convictions with 
the Secretary of State, per capita, 80 cents. 

For summoning jurors according to law, per 
capita, 85 cents. 

The Grand Jury are of the opinion that those 
rates are entirely out of proportion to the value of 
the services rendered. The conveyance of prison- 
ers from the City Prigon to the criminal courts céon- 
sists in carrying them @ distance of a quarter of a 
mile, and they are brought down almost daily in 
vans, in loads of fro eecenty to forty. During the 
year 1889 the sum of $16,648 50 was paid for this 
service and for ponver ne, prisoners to the peni- 
tentiary and other penal nstituations, 

In the same year $15,560 70 was paid for report- 
ing criminal convictions, requiring clerical labor of 
of the most ordin character, and $8,727 25 for 
summoning jurors. 6 annual appropriations by 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment have

AUCTIONEERS’ FEES, 

The Grand Jury have thoroughly examined the 
system under which auctions required by law to be 
conducted by the Sheriff are at the present time 
managed and of the system formerly in vogue, and 
while it appears that these sales are less liable to 


criticism now than in former years, yet the present 
method is highly censurabie. By the gystem now 
followed, which was instituted about three years 
ago, professedly to reform then existing abuses, 
the Sheriff intrusts these saleg to a firm of avotian- 
eers upoh an understanding that they are to be 
compeugated for their servicés according to the 
pleasare of the attorneys re nga 2 the litigants 
in whose favor the executions are issued, and in 
consideration of procuring the sales shall divide 
theif commissions with the Sheriff. 


After the sale the Sheriff 9r Deputy acting in the 
patticalar case receives from the auctioneer an ac- 
count of the result of the sale and presents the 
attorpeys with @ Dill naming a certain specific 
amount therein as auctioneers’ fees, besides charges 
for the actual — incurred for labor, adver- 
Hsing, cartage, and storage. If the amount of the 
charge is objected to, steps are taken to arrange it 
satisfactorily to the attorneys, the Sheriff, and the 
auctioneer without recourse to the court; and when 
2 reduction is made to an amotnt which the attor- 
ney oan be induced to consent to, as is usually the 
case, he allows the auctioneer’s commission, and it 
is charged up as a — item in 
the Sheriff's bill. While the law does not 
expressly provide for any allowances to the 
Bheriff Yor cond ng auction sales, it has 
been the custom for the courte to grant to him 
what appears to be & reasonable sum; thereforéd, 
under this jadioial sanction, the Sheriff makes a 
claim for such compensation in every case. While 
this division of commission cannot be technically 
condemned as 4@ violation of law, the Grand Jury 
are of the opinion that it is perversion of the due 
and proper administration of the Saerere ese 
Duritg the throe years just preceding Jan. 1, 1889, 
one firm of anctioneers in this city conducted the 
Shertff’s sales, from _—— there was realised the 
sum of $1,357,505 77. Of this sum $43, 0 was 
equally divided between the Sheriff and the auc. 
tioneers f* commiesions, besides the sum of 
$21,55%73 actually expended in disbursements. 

During the firat year of the term of the present 
Sheriff the same firm of auctioneers conducted 
Sherifi’s gales from which there was Feaiieet the 
sum of $550,989 88, and of this sum $12,300 14 was 
divided between thé Sheriff and the auctioneer as 
commission, besides the sum of $7,107 70 expended 
as disbursements, 

Thus, assuming the’auctioneers received no more 
than a reasonable compensation for their services 
i the Sheriffs of this county 

priated to themselves the aggregate sum 

84, paid to compensate auctioneers, and 
the persons entitied to the benefit of these sales 
hav6é been compelled to forego the same sum. 

Aside from these commissions, the Sheriffs have 
been accustomed, under no greater guise of right, 
to charge and receive large sums as “ oxtra com- 
pensation” for their services in executing pro- 
cess, particwarly where more the merest 
routine work has been required, the amount being 
proportioned to the importance of and the sum in- 
volved in the case and the conscience of the at- 
torneys. 

The greater evil of thesystem of dividing com- 
solssions and “extra compeneations” is that the 
debtors, the proceeds of 086 property. are thus 
distributed, are not consulted in these settlements, 
and the judgments against them are returned to 
the court a8 being satisfied to an amount tess the 
sum the Sheriff by their adversaries. The 
injustice and injary resulting therefrom are 
manifest. When the process is executed by 
the Sheriff himself, he Pocelves tha “extra 
compensation.” If one of his Deputies acts, 
the Deputy receives the benefit, paying over 
to the Sheriff, however, nine-tenths o 
* poun » put in all cases the Sheriff receives 
one-half of the auctioneers’ Commissions. Bo ben 
with scarcely an appreciable reservation the Sheriff 
receives ane tegat ees allowed him by law in these 

as for allservices rendered by him or his 
subordinates in every branch of hie office, whether

Dorion the year 1889 the Sheriff's rofits, after 
deducting from the fees received by him from ail 
sources the legitimate expenses of his office. were 
tally $50,000. ow much more profit he derived 
as “extra compensation” cannot be asce ed with 
any accuracy from his books, as RO propes record of 
those receipta has mn preserved. His accounts 
have been so loosely kept that very little satisiac- 
tory information can be obtained from them. En.- 
tries of payments made and moneys rec iveds are 
indiscriminately mingled, by chance or design, so 
that his private secretary may claim with apparent 
trath that he Je unable to testify as to the nature of 
tho varions entries. 

ILLEGAL PRACTIOES FOR TWENTY YEARS. 

But greater abuses than these exist and have ex. 
isted uninterruptedly for many yeare past. For 
twenty years, over which period the evidence

herein a sufficient humber of Deputies to execut 
these processes, there has been, and is now, but one 
regular Deputy, who is known &s the ‘** Order of aE 
rest Clerk,” having absolute control of the depa 
ment, and tho persons actually executing the 

rooesses are specially depntiz in each case 

hey, together with the other sqbordinaces in that 
department necessaty for the transaction of its 
business, are tacitly givén permission to exact and 
extort, in what manner they may devieo, sums of 
money na oe oe geeeoioag ie of performing the duties by 
law devolving upon them. 

The poe 60 prosured are divided between the 
actual recipients and the Order of Arrest Clerk, a 
subordina’ t his collectin rom the actual re- 
ceiver a goodly percentage of the wholé sum, and 
in turn handing over to his superior the result of 
his collections with his own earnings added. By 
reason of this juggling and passing of the booty 
when it reaches the final possessor tha ipa vidual 
is able %o éstablish his innocence of positive

edge of ite tainted source. Thespectacie of this 
individual and others clearly impligated in this and 
other charactors ot pecuniary corraption shielding 
themeelves beneath the cloak of pretended honesty 
and quietly pocketing & portion of the proceeds of 
these ill-gathered gains is one of the most degradin 
poarch contemptinie in thé whole range of the investi- 
gation. 


TAKING BRIBES AS A MATTER OF COURSE, 

The logical and actual results of these abuses have 
been that the Deputy Sheriffs and other attachés 
of the Sheriffs office have accepted bribes and de- 
manded gratuities as a matter of course for many 
years pastas & consideration for the discharge of 
their duties. The public at large, members of the 
legal profession, their clients, and all persons hav- 


jng occasion to require the services of the Sheriff 

have been by necessity compelled to submit to the 

most wicked and illegal extortion and ppecseese. 
Prisoners arrested on civil process, if possess 

sufficient means, have bad no difficulty in proourin 

every indulgence at the hands of the Deputy Sher 

iffs, wnile poor prisoners have been thrown into 
j 


ail. 
The county jail has been as grossly mismanaged. 
Prisoners committed there have found it easy to 
procure temporary escape from actual incarcera- 
tion in the custody of the Warden or under my od 
upon the payment of a sum of money. Gambling 
has been engaged in and liquor drank theféin with 
the knowledge and consent of its Warden. Other 
abuses in respect to ite management have ap red, 

In many instances thé parties cognizant of those 
matters, proved by thea evidence before the Grand 

ury, have beén unwilling to come forward and tes- 
ity to the facts becauaé the discovery of the truth 

ould necesgarily implicate them, pod mounts of 
the legal profession having knowledge of violation 
ot law in the Sheriff’s office and Ludlow-Street Jail 
have been reluctant to disclose them, thereby in- 
curring the displeasure of that office. Indeed, 
while lawyers have been willing to testify that the 
affairs of the Bheriff’s office were mosts efully 
conducted, yet, when they were asked to give par- 
ticular instances of Grime and to furnish the —_ 
sary Witnesses, they have been reluctant to do 680, 
and have sometimes sought to excuse themselves 
by reason of their professional relations with their 
clients. 

Many lawyers, recognizing the existence of these 
abuses, have become parties to them by themsélves 
paying money to persons in the Sheriff's office or 
advising their clients so to do, excusing their own 
illegal acts by the plea that otherwise they would 
not be enabled to induce tke Sheriff’s subordinates 
to do their duty, 

The presént condition of affairs, as far as can be 
ascertained, has been only a continnance the 
practice of the Sheriffs office from time immemo. 
Trial. There has not been lately any innovation in 
the character or form of corruption or extortion. 
The system bas pero | been countenanced and 
adopted by successive eriffs as much from its 
long and Rnloterropred maintenance as trom any 
other reason, and it {s believed that the par fe- 
sponsible for its existence heretororé and its con- 
tinnance now have confidently expected immunity 
from orjminal prosecution. 

The crime charged against the persons already in- 

joted, and the various practices employed ip the 

heriffs office, are but the natural and logical re- 
sult of the system under which that office has been 
long conducted. Under that system, in orfer that 
a pera Sheriff may realize any substantial pecu- 
niary advantage by reason pos tion, 1t 
18 almost compulsory upon mit criminal 
acte—certainly to lay aside all ideas of honesty and 
injegt sy 

However base these individuals may be who have 
stooped to the practices herein referred to, the 
Sheriffs by the adoption ot 80 anions and wicked a 
syatem have rendered the émployment of honest 
men practically out of the question; men who 
would agree to gain a livelihood by such means 
necessarily lack tn ecaceen sae ioetices. 

The looseness and irregular met: ods em ed in 
the Sheriff's office in every braboh of its affairs 
have resulted to the advantage of the persons im- 

licated in its general corruption, in thar by this 
ooseness and lack of any proper system the legal 
grounds of criminal prosecution have been found, 
in many instances, wheré = roo? has been had 
of flagrant cotruption, éntirely wanting. 

The Sheriff and deputies, py acknowledging. the 
injustice an impropriety = the charges for “ 6x- 
tra compensation,” a D iving it, not 
as a lawful or recognized fee, but a6 a gratuity, or 
otherwise, have succeefied in evading a technical 
violation of the statute défining extortion, and in 
the same manner the Sheriffs have escaped crim- 
inal lability in respect to the auctioneers commis- 
gioné; and so it has been found throughout the en- 
tire investigation that in the various styles of 
corruption n vogue in the Sheriffs office the guilty 
parties havé benefited by the unsystematic meth- 
ods practiced in ite affairs. 

TAINTED AND CORRUPT. 

The Sheriff's office at'the present time and for a 
long time past’is and has been tainted and corrupt. 
Por the purpose of gaining advantage inconsistent 
with official sworn duty and the legal rights of 
others, that office has been brought into publio 
scandal and infamy. The administration of its 
affairs during the past twenty yeara has been ohar- 
acterized by an utter aubversion of the public in- 
térests t sonal gain and the emptor peat of 
men of i, orance and oupidity ischarge its 
ordinary duties. Little regard has been paid the 
Sovereateot creditors, and the rights of those whose 

roperty has Deen p}aced in the Sheriffs custody 

ave been persistently ignored. 

The management of the office has been and is at 
the present time mercénary, slovenly, and wholly 
indecent, so that no confidence whatever attaches 
to ite acts. 

While it would be difficult to prove within the 
parrow technical rules of crimimal evidence the 
Sheriff's personal knowledge of any particular case 

f actual orimé committed by one of bis gubdr- 

jnates, there is no doubt of his knowledge of the 
aystematio abuses which are the natural induce. 
ments to such crimes. 

Public poley, the admintstration of justice, and 
the rights of litigants demand promptaction. Légis- 
lation, itis believed, can effect as remedy, 

The Shertif should anpeive an an salary in a 
sum proportionate ho great responsibilities = 
volving upon the office, and the fees prescribed by 
Jaw for his official services should be paid into the 
County Treasury. His personal responsibilty and 
liability for hts Own acte and the acts of his subor-

THE JAMAICA BAY FIGHT 


SBNATOR HAWKINS’S 

QUENOK IN VAIN. 

THE BILL TO PROTECT HOOK-AND-LINE 

FISHERMEN ORDERED TO THIRD 
READING IN THE SENATE. 


ALBANY, March 25.—The much-talked-of Ja- 
maica Bay Fishing bill, introduced by Senator 
Stadler of New-York, was recommended for 
passage to-night by the Senate Committee of 
the Whole. The debate proved very interesting, 
and not a little pathos was imparted to 
it by Senator Hawkins of Suffolk, whose 
simple heart was wrung by the thought 
that eight of his constituents, all honest 
net fishormen, according to his tale, were in 
danger of losing their occupation. Mr. Haw- 
kins has caused genuine surprise by making a 
well-rounded speech, which undoubtedly won 
him several.supporters. His first’and greatest 
triumph was gained when the bill came to the 
fronton general orders. The moment it was 
announced he sprang to his feetand stated 
that the bill had been considered by the 
Committee on Internal Affairs, when in 
fact it shoula have gone to thé Committee on 
Game. He asked that the Committee of the 
Whole be discharged from further consideration 
of it, and thatit be committed to the Commit- 
tee on Game. Senator Stadler objected, but the 
Senate was in a mood forsport,and Mr. Haw- 
kine’s motion was sustained by a vote of 10 to 6. 

Then the Senators crowded about the old salt 
of Jamesport and showered congratulations 
upon him. Meanwhile Mr. Stadler was grit- 
ting bis teeth and laying plans to reverse thé 
situation. During the next hour he quietly cir- 
culated among his associates, and late in the 
session he introduced a resolution that 
the Committeo on Game Laws be dis 
charged from further consideration of the 
Jamaica bill and that the bill return to 
the Committee of the Whole. Mr. Stadler sup- 
plemented the resolution with a few remarks 
relative to the measure. He said the Commit- 
tee on Internal Affairs had given several hear- 
in in order that Capt. Hawkins and his 
friends might appear and show the basis of 
their opposition to the bill. After careful eon- 
sideration it was reported favorably, and 
ordered to a third reading. 

The resolution was adopted, and then Mr, 
Hawkins moved to strike out the tirst section of 
the bill, and on this motion he made a brief 

resentation of his side of the case. Calling at-

THE REV. ARTHUR J. DONNELLY. 
The career of the Very Rev. Arthur J. Don- 
nelly, Vicar General of the Catholic diocese of 
New-York, and rector of St. Michael’s Catholic 
Church, West Thirty-sccond-street, whose death 
ocourred yesterday morning from kidney dis- 
ease, presents the unsual spectacle of a man 
who graduated to high ecelesiastical honors 
from a successtul business career. It was 
in part because of the commercial training 
acquired by his eight years’ association with 


the original firm of Lord & Taylor in their old 
Catharine-street establishment that Areh- 
bishop Hughes selected him as the business 
manager of St. Joseph’s Seminary, and later 
delegated him to frame the uniform system 
of Sryoniat books and accounts for the diocese 
which is at present in use. 

Though he began life as a business man, Dr. 
Donnelly was aécepted by his fellow-priests as 
atypical churchman. His whole mind and en- 
ergies were concentrated on church matters, 
Devotion to his pastoral duties, to his people, 
and to his Biahyp were among his marked char- 
acteristics, To such an extent did he carry this 
devotion that in his career of thirty-eight years 
as a priest he is said to have taken only two 
vacations, one to Rome and to his Irisn birth- 
place among the green hills of Kildare, and the 
other to attend the recent Catholic Centennial 
in Baltimore. During any time within the past 
two years Dr. Donnelly’s death might bave 
taken place without eausing surprise to those 
who knew the amount of work he performed. 
For some years his health has been undermined, 
but he has been able to attend to his duties as 
Vicar General and reotor of 8t. Michael’s most 
of the time. He officiated for the last time on 
Friday, when he celebrated mass and deliverea 
a Lenteu instruction to his people. On Satur- 
day he was confined to his bed, and on Monday 
évening the last rites of the Church in articulo 
mortis were administered. His death at 1 
o’clock yesterday morning was peaceful and 
painless, 

Ais funeral will take place in St. Michael's 
Church on Friday morning at 10 o’olook, when 
@ solemn requiem mass, with the Right Rev. 
Bishop McNiernay of Albany as celebrant, will 
be chanted over his remains. The Right Rev. 
Dr. McQuaid, Bishop of Rochester, will pro- 
nounce the panegyric. The interment will be 
in Calvary Cemetery. 

r. Dennelly died in his seventieth year. He 
was born in the goren of Athy, County Kildare, 
Ireland, Jan. 19, 1820. Seven years later he 
came to this city with his parents. He was ap- 
prenticed to the dry goods business, and later 
was an employe of Lord & Taylor for eight 
years. He began his ecclesiastical studies, on 
his abandonment of a commercial life, in St. 
Joseph’s Seminary, and was ordained 
to Oly orders in old St Patrick's 
Cathedral Oct. 6, 1852. He immediately 
attracted the attention of Archbishop 
Hughes, and under his direction organized the 
parishes of Manhattanville and Fordham, and 
finally St. Micheel’s, to which he was assigned 
in 1857. Here, as ® monuwent to his zeal, he 
leaves one of the finest Catholic churches in 
the city, a school, convent, aud rectory, to- 
gether worth over & half million of dollars. His 
executive ability and business qualifications no 
less than his religious zeal were recognized 
successively by Archbishop Hughes, Cardinal 
McCloskey, and Arehbishop Corrigan. On the 
death of Vicar General Quinn he was chosen 
by the Archbishop to succeed to the office. He 
has beep a member of the Archbishop’s Council 
sipee 1873, and was made one of the irremova- 
ble pastors under the decree of the Catholic 
Council! of Baltimore. 

Dr. Donveilly was at one time suggested to 
Pope Leo XIII. for the dignity of Monsignor, 
but the Holy Father is said to have replied: 
“No, Lhave heard too much of the work that 
Father Donnelly has done in New-York, ana I 
might spoil a good Bishop by giving him the 
purple of the Monsignor.” 

At the time of the trouble between the Arch- 
bishop and Dr. Edward McGlynn, when the 
latter was deposed from the pastorate of St. 
Stepbhen’s Church, Dr. Donnelly inourred tbe 
enmity of that priest’s acheens by accepting 
an appointment as pastor. he feeling at the 
time was 80 great, however, that Dr. Donnelly 
only administered the affairs of the parish for 
two weeks, when he gave way to the Rev. 
Father Cotton. 


THE REV. DAVID N. MERRITT. 

The Rey. David Nye Merritt died at the age 
of eighty-five at New-Brunewick, N, J., yester- 
day. Mr. Merritt was born in Pittsfield, Maes., 
and was educated for the Presbyterian minis- 
try. Il heatth, however, soon obliged him to 

ive un preaching. In 1875 he left the Presby- 

rian denomination and became a Baptist, ana 

—_ = then occasionally ocoupied Baptist 
pulpits. 

Mr. Merritt was a strong abolitionist, and 
before the war was well known to be connected 
with the “underground railway” system for 
the liberation of slaves. He was part proprie- 
tor and editor of the Fredonian in New-Bruns- 
wick. Under Grant’s Administration he was 
appointed to a position!in the New-York Cus- 
tom House, which he retained until two years 
ago.

SEALS TO BE PROTECTED 
FROM ILLEGAL FISHING. 
AN EXPERT TO BE SENT TO INVESTI- 
GATE MATTERS—CHICAGO’S FAIR 
BILL—PROMOTIONS IN THE ARMY. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—The President to- 
day sent the following nominations to the 
Senate:

In spite of Mr. Gorman’s opposition the Sen- 
ato passed to-day a bill authorizing the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury tosend a skilled special 
agent to Behring Sea to collect all possible 
information upon the present condition of the 
Alaskan seal fisheries as a source of rev- 
enue, the effect and extent of whatever in- 
jury has been inflicted upon them by pe- 
lagic sealing, the status of the sea otter industry, 
and kindred lines of inquiry. Mr. Gorman 
thought the Treasury Department had enough 
special agents without oreating a new oflice, 
but Mr. Morrill and Mr. Dawes showed that the 
work needed to be done by somebody of special 
experience and ability. Their arguments pre- 
vailed and the measure was agreed to, although 
mostof the Demoérats voted in the negative. 
The bill is expected to pass the House without 
difficulty. 

It 1s understood to be Secretary Windom’s 
purpose to select Mr. Henry W. Elliott of the 
Smithsonian Institution to maké the proposed 
abo! aod to direct that partioular attention 
be paid to the question of poaching in Alaskan 
waters. Mr. Elliott isa recognized authority 
upon seals and seal life, having spent several 
years in careful study of the subject st 
the Seal Islands, and having prepared 
the monograph on aeals for the last 
census. He expects to find a marked 
diminution in the number of seals, due to the 
great increase of unauthorized sealing. Tho 
records show that at least 40,000 seals have 
been taken by peuchers each year for the 
last four vears. At the lowést estimate tive 
seals are destroyed and lost by these poeple to 
one that is caught, so that no less than 200,000 
seals are killed by the poachers every year. 
These seals are all adults females and are 
shotin the opén sea during the season when 
they are big with young. The injury to the 
seal fisheries is likely, therefore, to prove an in- 
teresting subject for investigation, and authen- 
tic information will be of great value in dealing 
with the fisheries question hereafter. 


Mr. Plumb failed to call up in the Senate to- 
day the joint resolution authorizing the ap- 
pointment of thirty additional medical exam- 
iners in the Pension Office without reference to 
the civil service law.

The general belief among army officers is 
that Brig. Gen. Nelson A. Miles will be pro- 
moted to suceeed the late Gen. Crook as 
Major General. Gen. Miles, while the senior 
Brigadier in rank, is the youngest man in his 
grade, and this consideration might possibly in- 
fluence the President to pass him by in favor of 
one of the junior Generals, but that is regarded 
as extremely anlikely. 

For promotion to Brigadier General, a num- 
ber of the leading Colonels have been men- 
tioned. On account of the great stagnation in 

zomotion in the artillery the President would 

oubtless like to select a Colonel from that arm 
of the service, but as Col. Horatio G. Gibson of 
the Third Artillery, wno is the ranking Colonel 
of artillery, stands No. 24 in relative rank, bis 
selection is improbable. The man generally 
meationed is Col Benjamin H. Grierson of 
the Tenth Cavalry, who stands at the head 
of the list of Colonels inrelative rank and is an 
excellent officer. He is at present in command 
of the Department of Arizona, being the only 
Colonel in command of a department. Other 
prospective candidates are Ool. August V. 
Kautz, Eighth Infantry; Col. Eugene A. Carr, 
Sixth Cavalry, and Col. Alex McD. McCook. 
Sixth Infantry. 

Below the grade of Colonel promotion is aito- 
gether by seniority. Lieut. Col. George A. for- 
syth, Fourth Cavalry, the senior Lieutenant 
Colonel of cavalry, who would have been in 
line of promotion in case of the selection of a 
cavalry Colonel], was to-day retired for disabil- 
ity. This officer waa tried by court-martial a 
year or more ago and convicted on serious 
charges and sentenced to suspension for a term 
of years.

r. Belden to say whether he had any doubt 
that Chicago would make a “grand success” of 
the fair, Mr. Belden rather practically and 
laconically replied: ‘* No, if talk will ao it.” 

When the vote was taken on thé committes 
amendments, including that to defer the open- 
ing of the fair to 1893, they were all adopted, 
and the bill passed by a vote of 202 to 49, all 
the negative votes coming from the South. 


When tho Anti-Trust bill was taken up in the 
Senate to-day, Mr. George moved thatit be re 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee and gave 


forcible expression to his opinion of Government 
politics that enabled the few to control produc- 
tion and trade. Mr, Morgan moved an amend- 
ment that the committee be tnstrueted to report 
baok within twenty days. Mr. Reagan said he 
would favor the reference if he had the assur- 
ance that the committes would act upon the 
subject. Mr. Sherman said the committee 
would not be a desirable nursing motber for the 
bill, and he asked that the bill be voted on now. 
ele said Congress had been in session four 
months and had not dealt with any of the great 
questions awaiting consideration. Mr. Stewart 
argued against thé bill as a step in the wrong 
direetion, it struck at the principle of assecia- 
tion and would prevent the poor from forming 
combinations against monopolies. Mr. Pugh 
of the committee said reference meant burial, 
and enemies of the bill would be the grave- 
diegors. 

Mc. Morgan, in arguing for the reference, 
sald the protective tariff was the great breed- 
ing ground of trusts, combinations, ana con- 
spiracies, Nine-tenths of the trusts would 
have their underpinning knocked under them 
if the tariff were moditied. Mr. Vance termed 
ths committee tke grand mausoleum of Sena- 
torial bantlings. 

The motion to refer was lost by a vote of 15 
to 28. Mr. Reagan’s amendment was adopted 
—34%t012. This provides that all persons en- 
gaged in the creation of any trust in any capaci- 
ty in any State shall be deemed guilty of high 
misdemeanor and shall be subject to a 
fine of not more than $10,000 or im- 
prisonment not exceeding five years, or 
both. Mr. Shorman, agreeable to Mr. George, 
gotan amendment tacked on to the speoific 
section exempting contributions among labor- 
ers to obtain certain hours or wages; also 
among horticulturists and agrioulturists to 
regulate prices for products, Mr. Ingalls’s 
amendment ayning at dealings in futures and 
options was agreed to without division. 

Mr. Sherman gave notice that he would ask 
@vote on thé passage of the bill to-morrow 
(Wednesday) after the morning’s business.

ing that he did not go to Washington in a 
diplomatic capacity, but ‘“‘simply for the pur- 
pose of assisting Sir Julian Pauncefote in 
any way that was possible in connec- 
tion with matters coneerning which his 
department had particular or personal knowl- 
edge,” 1t is known here that Mr. Tupper took 
an important part in the negotiations, and that, 
when he returned to Ottawa last week, he 
carried with him a definite proposition to be 
submitted to the Canadian Government, and 
which, if satisfactory to Sir John Macdonald 
and his colleagues, will be laid pefore Secre- 
tary Blaine. 

Atthe same time a copy of the proposed 
agreement was cabled by Sir Julian to Lora 
Salisbury, and if it meets with his sanction 
negotiations will again be resumed. Pending a 
decision from the Forsign Office and the Gov- 
ernor General of Canada matters have coms to 
a@ standstill. 

Secretary Tracy to-day rejected the three bids 
for sea-going tugs which have been pending 
before the Navy Department for about a year. 


There were originally four tugs advertised for. 
Dougherty & Co. of Baltimore offered two 
ready-built tugs, the Triton and the Volunteer, 
and Nefie & Leavy of Philadelphia and the At- 
lantic Iron Works of Boston stbmitied bids for 
tb» construstion of the others. 

The Triten was accepted, but the Volunteer, 
which had been in use some time, did not 
come up to the standard fixed by the 
board that inspected her, and her own- 
ers were reqhired to put in a new boiler 
as @ condition of acceptances. This was 
done, and in all nearly $3,000 was spent In fix- 
ing the boatup. The board finally reported in 
favor of accepting the Volunteer, and letting 
the contracts for one tug each to the Atlantic 
Works and Nefle & Leavy. The bidders have 
all been at considerable expense in anticipa- 
tion of securing the contracts, and they will 
await with much interest the lettera from the 
Secretary, assigning his reasons for his action. 


The House Committee on Elections to-day 
disposed of two contested-election cases, name- 
ly, Posey vs. Parret, First Indiana District, and 


Bowen vs. Buchanan, Ninth Virginis« District. In 
both of these eases the committee will recom- 
mend that the sitting member be allowed to re- 
tain the seat, so that in the seven election cases 
passed upon by it upto the present time the 
comiuitiee has favored four Republicans and 
three Democrats.

DR. MLAURY ON ORIME. 


HE WOULD ABOLISH PENAL INSTITU- 
TIONS AND SPECIFIC TERMS. 


The Academy of Anthropology had an un- 
Msually interesting meeting yesterday after- 
noon. in the College for the Training of Teach- 
ers, 9 University-place. .The feature of the 
meeting was a paper on “ Crinve and Criminals” 
by Dr. William McLaury of this city. 

Dr. MoLaury took the ground that every one 
Was more or less a criminal according to his en- 
vironments. Crime was a different thing in 
different countries, and success or failure might 
make the same thing a glory ora crime. A su0c- 
cessful rebellion, for instance, is glorified; an 
unsuccessful rebellion is contemned. The lect- 


urer would abolish penal institutions as such 
and change them to reform schools, in which 
HS ga a8 well as moral training should be 
given. 

The prisoner should not be confined there for 
any definite length of time, but only so long as 
Was required to attain a certain standard of 
morality. Crime was a disease and could be 
inherited, and therefore the criminal was more 
to be pitied than scorned. Disease was amena- 
ble to treatment andso was a criminal. The 
fallibility of popular judgment was shown in 
the fact that all great benefactors of the human 
race had suffered persecution for their ad- 
vanced ideas until almost within the present 
contury. Gobelin, Gutenberg, Columbus, and 
others were cited as instances. Until very 
recently insane people had been treated harsh- 
1y. We were still groping in the dark, still 
thinking and acting too much in ruts and 
grooves. We had yet tolearn to rule more by 
love than by law. 

Dr. McLaury defined virtue as consisting in 
living true to natural law in every department 
of our being. Nature should be respected, and 
both repression and exeess should be shunned. 
In other worés, temperance in all things was 
necessary. There was a disease known as moral 
insanity, and men’s actions were often due to 
countless causes over which they had no con- 


The lecturer, made an earnest argument 
against trying women before juries of men. A 
Woman was entitled to a verdict from a jury of 
her sex as well as her peers. The finer natures 
of women made them understand weman far 
more readily and correctly than men, and they 
shouid have the benefit of this understanding 
in judgment. 

In conolusion,.Dr. McLaury said: ‘“There are 
inherent forces in our organization and mys- 
serious promptings in our nature which often 
cause a to take dangerous risks, and which 
may often urge us to act in violation of law. 
But if the motive is good and the schome suc- 
eessful, the one who thus violates becomes a 
hero and a leader rather than a victim. All 
great heroes of history, men and women, have 
become a law to themselves and ignored 
civil and sacserdotal enactments. I claim 
that all men and women bave the in- 
herent right to doanything that they ehoose 
to do for the pleasure of themselves or others 
so long as in doing 60 they do not treapass upor 
we equal right and liberty of any other in- 

ividual”’ 

The paper was followed by an animated dis- 
cussion, in which nearly every one present took 
yo. An attempt was made to define crime

HARBISON &,LODER MAKE A PROPOSI-

RIDE EVERY DAY BUT SUNDAY. 


Col. Elliott F. Shepard made another effort 
yesterday to get permission from the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners to charge 10 instead of 
5 cents for riding on the stages of his Fifth- 
Avenue Transportation Company when the 
route is extended to the Desbrosses-Street 
Ferry and to Broadway at Ninth-street. Con- 
troller Myers, as a committee of the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners, reported in favor of 


allowing the route to be extended and the ad- 

vance of fares some time ago, but he suggested 

sertain conditions, among which was one pro- 

viding that the stages should be run on Sun- 
ays. 

tt was to combat this condition that the 
Coicnel brought ex-Judge Noah Davis to yes- 
terday’s meeting of the sinking Fund Commis- 
sioners. . 

Mr. Davis said that the ;company was willing 
to run its stages over the now route and com- 
ply with all the conditions imposed except that 
of running on Sunday. He said the advance of 
rates was necessary because the company had 
been running ata loss. Last year the receipts 
were about $46,000 less than the expenditures, 
The Sunday stages were not needed. 

“Col. Shopard,” said Judge Davis, ‘stands 
upon the platform of his own conscience in 
this matter. He hdelieves, as a Christian gen- 
tleman, that it dgvolves upon him to prevent 
any propérty of his being used to violate the 
Sabbath.” 4 

Judge Davis algo said that the company had 
been enjoined by the courts from running Sun- 
day stages. 

Alderman Storm brought out the fact that 
this suit was a friendly one in which Col, Shep- 
ard practically sought to restrain himself from 
Tunning his own stages on Sunday. Action on 
the application was postponed until next Wed- 
pesday.

JOAN D. KENNEDY'S ESTATE. 


MR. PIRSSON DEMANDS OF THE PUBLIC 
ADMINISTRATOR A BALANCE. 


A formal demand was made about ten days 
@go upon Charles E. Lydecker, the Public Ad- 
ministrator, by the law firm of Leavitt & Leav- 
itt of 280 Broadway for the return of $2,000 to 
their client, William Pirsson, on the ground that 
ithad been illegally extorted from him as a 
commission for the settlement of the estate of 
John D. Kennedy by the Public Administrator. 
In default of a return of the money demanded, 
the firm declared that it would bring suit 
against Mr. Lydeoker for ite collection. 

Mr. Lydeoker states that the $2,000 was not 
given to him as a commission, but merely tor 
the purpose of meeting the claims of such cred- 
itors as might appear before bim with claims 
which should be satisfied. He haa in his pos- 
session still the $2,000 in dispute, he says, and 
be will, at the termination of his relations with 
the estate as the Public Administrator, turn the 
balance of that amount remaining, after all 
debts have been paid, over to the Controller. 
Hig statement, as administrator, is not due 
until next July. 

John D. Kennedy died July 1, 1889, at the 

Putnam House, in Fourth-avenue, under circum- 
— which strongly indicated suicide. An 
nquest was held and the verdict was that he 
had taken his own life. He left 300 shares of 
Central Pacific Railway stock and some otber 
personal property of minor importance, and as 
bo heirs appeared at oneve this was placed by 
the Coroner in the hands of the Public Adimin- 
istrator. The firm of Leavitt & Leavitt made a 
demand upon Mr. Lydecker in behalf of Mr. 
Pirsson for the estate, claiming that though 
Mr. Pirsson was not of kin, nevertheless Ken- 
nedy had given him the proverty. Thedemaud 
was refused until proof of heirship could be 
shown. 

A few days subsequently J. E. Hedges of 111 
Broadway made a similar application for the 
property in behalf of William D. Kennedy, 
who, he said, was the dead man’s brother, who 
lived in Ireland. A suit was brought and was 
referred to Gilbert M. Sper, Jr., as referee, 
Mr, Speir reported iu favor of Pirsson, and this 
wae confirmed by the eourt. 

Mr. Lydecker said yesterday that thereupon 
the whole estate, valued at between $10,000 
and $12,000, with the exeeption of $2,000, 
was turned over to Pirsson, the latter agreciug 
with Mr. Hedges and Mr. Arnold, who repre- 
sented the Public Administrator, to concede 
the lutter amount to liquidate claims against 
the estate. 

Mr. Leavitt said that Pirsson had been con- 
vinced that a public officer had no business to 
make a claim or to accept any money in the 
settlement of an estate.

THE “STATE GRANT” TROUBLE. 


COUNSEL FOR THE RAILROAD ARREST- 
ED BY JERSKY CITY’S POLICE. 


The contest between the New-Jersey Central 
Railroad Company ana Jersey City for the 
“State grant” in the South Cove was the cause 
of some excitement yesterday. Counselor 
William Muirheid of the law firm of Bedle, 
Muirheid & Magee, counsel for the railroad 
company, served notice on the city early in the 
day that the company proposed to lay its 
tracks across what would be Henderson-street 
if extended far enough south. 

At noon a gang of 100 railroad men with 
several flat cars of ties and rails made their 
appearance on the ground and began operations 
atonce. President Feeney of the Police Board 
and President Somers of the Strestand Water 
Boara hurried to the scene with Police Captain 
Farrier and a squad of police. When they 
reached the place they met Lawyer Muirheid 
and bade him direct the laborers to guit work. 
He produced Judge Enapp’s order forbidding 
the Gitv oftlicials to interfere. President Somers 
replied that that order merely prohibited the 
city from taking up the tracks which had then 
been laid. 

“Well,” said Mr. Muirheid, “ we propose to 
lay our tracks here.” and he ordered Reada- 
master Murtha to go on with the work. The 
roadmaster and some of his men started to 
move a car on the track and Capt. Farrier ar 
rested him. Mr. Muirbeid then put his hand to 
the car, aud was in turn arrested. He walked 
to the police station with the police and became 
his own surety for bis appearance for trial on 
@ charge of violating the city ordinance by 
trespassing upon the city’s property. That 
ended the demonstration for the day. Presi- 
dent Feeney and a score of policemen went to 
the scene of action determined to prevent any 
further trouble, 





A TRIAL BY DEFAULT. 


THE DEFENSE IN THE RYLANCE LIBEL 
SUIT REFUSED DELAY. 


The suit of the Rev. Joseph H. Rylance, ree- 
tor of St. Mark’s Protestant Episcopai Church, 
against Nicholas Quackenbos for slander was 
brought to trial yesterday in the Superior 
Court, before Chief Justice Sédgwiok. 

A short time before the ease was called, ex- 
Judge Fullerton, counsel for Mr. Quackenbos, 
went before Judge O’Gorman and obtained 
leave to amend the bill of partieulars which 
had been furnished by his client. 

When Judge Sedgwick called the case ex- 
Judge Fullerton wanted delay. He was ex- 
hausted by his arduous Jabors in the Flack case, 
he said, and utteriy unable to proceed with the 
ease, Judge Sedgwick said he wanted to finiah 
the case this week, and Joseph H. Choate, who 
appeared with John B. Leavitt for Dr. Rylance, 
insisted that the trial proceed. Ex-Judge 
Fullerton declared that he could not proceed, as 
his client and witnesses were not in court. If 
the case went on it weuld be by default. 

A jury was called, and during the rest of the 
proceedings ex-Judge Fullerton sat as an in- 
terested spectator. Mr. Quackenbes bustied in 
and sat down by his counsel for a short time. 
Both said afterward that their case was in such 
@ condition that it. was impossible for them to 
proceed with the trial, and that, at the proper 
time, a motion would be made to open the de- 
fault. 

Myr. Leavitt opened the case for Dr. Rylance, 
and told the jury what he expected to prove. 
Charles W. Museo, a member of St. Mark’s and 
a long-time friend of Dr. Rylance, was the first 
witness called. He testified to the high moral 
character of the plaintifi The trial was ad- 
journed until this morning. 





THE POKT RETIRES WITH HONOR, 

The official head of Mr. William Geoghegan, 
who is better known as the port, has been ruth- 
lessly chopped off by Internal Revenue Col- 
lector Eidman. Mr. Geeghegan was appointed 
a Deputy by Collector Giegerich in January, 
1888, and the latter, just before his retirement 
early in the current month, wrote him as 
follows: ‘It is due to you, before transferring 
this office to my successor and terminating our 
official relations, that I should give expression 
to my high appreciation of your excellent 
and valuable services as a Deputy Collector, 
and commend you for the very efficient, con- 
soientious, and polite manner in which you have 
discharged your duties as suck, and for your 
pen to this office and the important trusts 
committed to its care.” 

Mr. Geoghehan was notified by Collector Eid- 
man on Monday that his services would not be 
required ‘‘on and after’ thet day. His offense 
consisted in being a Democrat.

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TWO REFERENOE CASES. 


FINAL EVIDENCE IN THE LANGDON CASE 
BEFORE MR. CLEVELAND. 


Final evidence was submitted yesterday in 
two reference suits that have been pending for 
some time. In the Langdon reference before 
ex-President Cleveland the plaintiffs, in rebut- 
tal, offered testimony in the morning from 
Ohief Engineer Greene of the Department of 
Dooks upon the values of wharf property along 
the North River in 1878 and 1890. The same 
¢ounsel in the afternoon offered records from 
reports of the Department of Docks in the 
same line of evidence. Then the plaintiffs 
rested. Mr. Cleveland, had aliowed everything 
to stand, supposing that confirmatory proof 
would be submitted by deeds, leases, 
an d other pertinent matter. When the 
plaintiffs rested their case, Mr. Wickes, rep- 
resenting the Corporation Counsel, moved to 


strike out Mr. Greene’s testimony and the after- 
noon evidence, having made objection to them 
at the time fey were offered. Mr. Cleveland 
said he would have to grant the motion if the 
Plaintiffs failed to produce the corroborative 
proof. The plaintiifs said they could de no 
more than to pring In certified deeds, but as 
Mr. Wickes reserved in that ease the right to go 
into an exhaustive inquiry in regard to lease- 
hold and other considerations that might have 
entered into the pricé of the properties to the 
city the plaintiffs withdrew their offer to pro- 
duce certified deeds, and the referee’s decision 
to strike out all thathad been done during the 
day stood on the record. Counsel will sum up a 
week from next Tuesday. 

In the reference upon the application of the 
Spofford estate for damages on aceount of the 
surface railroad on the Southern Boulevard 
Robert A. Chesebrough testified that Bou evard 
property in general had at least doubled in 
price ia consequence of the construction of 
the railroad, and that for some of it he stood 
ready to pay three times what it coat the pres- 
ent owners in 1885. Counsel submitted the ease 
without argument. 





MR. SHEPARD TO RETIRE, 
Edward M. Shepard, the President of the 
Brooklyn Civil Service Commission, was ready 
to admit yesterday that he was about to retire.

6 injuries he inflicted were surgical 
operations, he said. Dr. Fleming had no doubt 
that Sternberger had broken his ribs while 
throwing himeelf about the room.
